; But the president left undeteF> 
mined the final sum of economic 
j a^iscance to be included in the 1986 
I fiscal year budget. 

White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes said that the U.S. was deter- 
mined to help Israel maintain its 
"qualitative edge" over the Arabs. 

U.S. offidais yesterday also con- 
firmed that Secretary of Defence 
Caspar Weinberger has informed 
'■ Rabin that the Pentagon will go 
ahead with S200 million in "offset" 
arrangements for Israeli arms purch- 
' ascs in the U.S. this year. 

Israeli officials were clearly 
pieced by this U.S. decision. 

Rabin, who was to fly last night to 
New York for meetings in the com- 
ing days with Jewish leaders and 
others, was apparently satisfied by 
his talks in the .U.S. caoital. 

At the White House, Rabin said 
. he was "optimistic" that the admi- 
nistrapon vrould eventually increase 
economic assistance to Israel in the 
19S6 budget. Now, it is clearly using 
economic aid as leverage to win 
additional Israeli budget cuts and 
economiir reforms. 

Rabin said he was satisfied with 
the S1.8 miliiaiy' aid level, though 
acknowledging it was less than the 
Iscaeii request of S2.2 billion. He 
^ thereby si^alled that Israel's friends 
*'in Congress would not be asked to 
seek additional military aid this year. 

Rabin said Sl.Sb. a year repre- 
sents a base sum covering Israel's 
military needs during the next three 
years. 

' But (be defence minister made it 
clear that Israel was not including in 
its calculations anv additional U.S. 


sales of advanced weaponry, such as 
F-15 fighters, to Saudi Arabia and 
other "moderate" Arab states. New 
sales could lead to additional Israeli 
military aid requests. 

Rabin noted that the Voice of 
America transmitter issue was not 
raised duriog his meeting with 
Reazan. 

Speakes said that Reagan had 
also reaffirmed that the U.S. did not 
f^our an international conference 
on the Middle East with Soviet parti- 
cipatibn. But he added that 
Washington and Moscow would 
maintain talks "at the expei^ level" 
on Middle East "regional" issues. 

Rabin said Israel would not par^ 
ticipate in any international confer- 
ence wi± the participatioh of the 
Soviet Union. 

Speakes said Reagan welcomed 
the Israeli decision to withdraw from 
Lebanon in the coming months. 
Reagan expressed hope that a UN 
role could be maintained in Iriaeli- 
evacuated areas. 

Rabin, who will leave for Israel on 
Sunday, said he had explained in 
some detail Israel's economic auster- 
ity recovery programme . 

The defence minister said he told 
Reagan that Israel has reduced gov- 
eromental subsidies by SI. 2b. 

The government's operating 
budget, he added, would be cut by 
Si. lb. this year. 

This reduction, Rabin said, would 
include defence spending and would 
have a direct impact on Israel's 
security situation “to my great sor- 
row." Israel will be forced to take 
“security risks - real ones.” 

Rabin also met yesterday with 
former vice-president Walter Moo- 
dale, Centr^ Intelligence Agency 
Director WUliam Casey and others. 

TAe New York Times quoted 
Rabin as saying that Shultz had said 
the administration was going to de- 
lay a new F-15 aircraft ^e to Saudi 
Arabia for the time being.

Bus driver shot on way to Kiryat Arba

The drh'er of an Egged bus travell- 
ing from Jerusalem to Kiryat Arba 
was shot and slightly wounded in the 
leg >esterday evening, military 
sources confirmed. 

The. driver was able to continue 
driving the vehicle, which was 
attacked near Solomon's Pools not 
far from the town of Halhoul. 

-> Troops arrived uithin half an hour 
of the attack and were reported last 
night to have placed six villages in 
the area under curfew. 

This was the second footing inci- 
dent in Judea and Samaria in the past 
w-eek and the latest in a suddenly 
renewed spate of rock throwing and 
petrol-bomb and shooting attacks on 
Israeli traffic. Morasha's Minister 
without Portfolio Yosef Shapira last 
night called on Prime Minister Shi- 


mon Peres to have the perpetrators 
of the attack and their collaborators 
deported. 

In a related development, it was 
learned at the Knesset yesterday tiiat 
Knesset Members &om the Ukud, 
National Religious Party, Tehiya 
and Morasha parties intend to join 
Rabbi Moshe Levinger next Monday 
in his sit-down st^e outside the 
Dehaishe refugee camp on the 
Jerusalem-Hebr^ Road. The MKs 
intend by this gesture to indicate 
their support for an unhindered Jew- 
ish prince in Judea and Samaria. 

Levinger has been protesting out- 
side of Dehaishe for the past three 
months in protest against what he 
alleges to be Defence Ministry 
lethargy in comronhig Arabs who 
stone l^eli . ehicles on the roads in 
those areas. 


3 years to ex-SS man in death of 15,000 


BOCHUM. West Germany (AP). - 
A former Nazi SS elite guard 
serge:int was convicted on Tuesday 
of Heine an accessor)' in the murders 
of 15.lX)l) Jews in wartime Poland 
and sentenced to three years impris- 
onment. 

• The trial of 68-year-oId Helmut 
Georg Krizons lasted more than 
years and was the longest Nazi-war- 
crimes trial ever conducted in the 
German Federal Republic, court 
officials said. 

The court found Krizons guilty of 
helping to deport at least 15.000 
people from the Jewish ghetto of 
German-occupied Lodz to Chelmno 
conceniraiion camp, where they 
were gassed to death. 

Most of the victims were children 
and ailing adulu deemed unfit for 
labour, the couit ^d. 

An. additional charge that Krizons 
personally murdered , 24 Jews was 
for lack of evidence. Chief 


Judge Walter Trepton said in read- 
ing the court's decision. 

Krizons was described in testi- 
mony as-“exceptionaI]y brutal" and 
was nicknamed "the boxer" by 
concentration-camp prisoners, 
according to testimony. Statements 
from more than 200 wimesses were 
examined in the long proceediiigs. . 

The judges and prosecutor came 
under fire for maidug 39 trips to 
foreign countries, mostly to Israel 
and the U.S. , to obtain tatimony. A 
court spokesman said the trial cost 
taxpayers DM2.5 million (more than 
SS00.000).

Sharon returns, says 
he achieved goals of suit

Industry and Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon returned from New York 
yesterday and declared that he had 
achieved everything he had set out to 
accomplish in his libel suit against 
Time magazine. 

“What they primed was a lie and 
that's what^ set out to prove - that 
none of us ^ neither a soldier, nor a 
political figure, nor anyone in Israel 
- had urged, or instigated or was 
involved in any way with what hap- 
pened (in Sabra and Shaiila)." be 
said at Ben-Gurion Airpon on bis 
arrival. 

Sharon thanked the Israeli press 
for being fair and accurate through- 
out his lawsuit in the U.S. 

Sharon had sued Time for S50 
mUlion, charging the magazine had 
libelled him when it reported that he 
had discussed revenge with the 
Lebanese Phalangists before the 
Sabra and Sbatilla massacres. The 
jury in the case ruled chat Tirne had 
defamed Sharon and char the story 
was false, but that Time had not 
acted “with malice" in printing it. 

Waiting for Sharon outside the 
terminal was Efrat Spiegel, whose 
son Yoav fell in Leb^on. She and 
her SOD Ehud bore placards reading: 
“Sharon is guilty 610 times" and 
"Even 1,000 jury members cannot 
acquit him ." The Spiegels are de- 
manding an inquiry commission into 
the war in Lebanon. 

Asked by reporters about his 
alleged political appointments at 
Israel Chemicals subadiaries, Shar- 


on counterattacked by criticizing the 
appointment of a new adviser to the 
prime minister on terrorism, terming 
it "a political appointment." He said 
that the appointment "lowered 
national standards." as the new 
adviser was replacing a man of inter- 
national status in matters of terror- 
ism. 

Prime Minister Peres recently 
appointed Amiram Nir of the Tel 
Aviv University Institute of 
Strategic Studies as his adxiser on 
terrorism. He replaces Rafi Eltan 
(not the former chief of general 
staff) . who is winding up bis duties in 
the position. Eitan was adviser to 
former premiers Begin and Shamir 
(see related story page 3.) 

Asked about Israel's decision, 
made in his absence, to withdraw 
from Lebanon. Sharon said Isr^l 
had never intended to stay in that 
country or keep a single square cen- 
timetre of Lebanese soil. 

However. Sharon said, four points 
must be observed to prevent the 
formation of another PLO ".^rroire** 
in South Lebanon: A 30-kiIometre- 
wide security zone must be pre- 
served; the South Lebanon Army 
must supervise security, with the 
assistance of the Israel Defence 
Forces: Israel roust have the free- 
dom to patrol on land, sea and in the 
air whenever necessary; and Uoifil 
must redeploy its troops along a 
narrow buffer strip on the northern 
edge of the securi^ zone.

IJkud ME wants re-tiiink 
on Lebanon withdrawal

The latest challenge to coalition 
unity - by members of the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee - was still very much in the air 
at the Knesset yesterday. 

The problem arose when David 
Magen, a Likud member of the com- 
mittee and his faction’s choice for 
tbe post of deputy chairman, prop- 
osed that tbe committee call on the 
government to reconsider its deci- 
sion of January 14. for a three- 
phased withdrawal from Lebanon. 

While several Ukud members of 
the committee publicly or privately 
concur with Magen's position. 
Alignment members, led by chair- 
man Abba Eban. hold that a Knesset 
committee dominated by the coali- 
tion MKs does not have the right to 
question a cabinet decision taken by 
a majority of minister from the same 
coalition. 

Nevertheless, Eban said yesterday 
that he would allow a vote on 
Magen's proposal, probably at one 
of the committee's meetings next 
week. 

Another Likud member of the 


26-member committee, Ehud 
Olmert. told the committee yester- 
day that it must affirm its 
“sovereignty" and not kowtow to 
the cabinet. 

Olmert smd the primary motive 
behind the government's decision to 
withdraw the Israel Defence Forces 
from Lebanon was tbe high price in 
life and limb the IDF presence there 
was costing. But, he asked, will that 
price go doam as Israel boosts its 
alternative "active" defence prog- 
rammes in other areas where the 
terrorists are bound to organize? 

Id Olmen's view, the South Leba- 
non Army (SLA) will eventually fall 
apart "b^use Antoine Lahad is not 
Sa'ad Haddad." Olmert is still not 
convinced that the Sbi'ites would 
never cooperate with Israel in ensur- 
ing against a revix’al of Euiti-Israel 
Palestinian activity in Sou± Leba- 
non, as contended by Prime Mimster 
Shimon Peres and Defence frfinister 
Yitzhak Rabin. 

Two options that Israel has not 
considered in Lebanon, according to

IDF finishes pullback 
of materiel from Awaii 
but no troops out yet

The Israel Defence Forces has 
completed the logistic withdraw- 
al of all its equipment from the 
Awaii line. The pullback of oon- 
operational material was com- 
pleted 10 dav^ ahead of schedule. 
No Israeli forces have been with- 
drawn from the area. <and. 
according to senior Israeli offi- 
cials. none' will be until February 
IS. when the IDF will pull out of 
the northwestern sector of South 
Lebanon. 

Senior Israeli officers have been 
maintaining contact with the leaders 
of tbe various factions in and around 
Sidon to try to prevent a bloodbath 
after the pullback. The Jerusalem 
Posi was told last night, however, 
that virtually no progress has been 
made in working out an arrangement 
that will ensure a modicum of stabil- 
ity in Sidon after the pullback. 

Sources reported last night that in 
the last two weeks 14 local residents 
had been murdered by anti-Israel 
elements for cooperating with Israel. 

In Tel A\'iv Aluf Haim Erez. head 
of the IDF Ordnance Branch, made 
it clear at a news conference that 
there are still no fixed dates for any 
stage of the withdrawal - not even 
the first one. “If we have to pull 
something out on February 19-1 


don't believe we’ll be prevented 

from doing so.'* Erez said. 

However the staff work is being 
done on the assumption that the 
third, and final, stage of withdrawal 
will be in the summer. 

The pret»rations for the pullback 
from the Sidon-Litani zone started 
by removing the heavy equipment 
and that has been practically com- 
pleted. Spedal care has been made 
not to leave behind any worthwhile 
equipment, and in one instance a 
convoy was delayed for hours until 
two electricity poles were loaded on 
a truck. The principle is to remove 
anything that would cost more to 
replace. 

Some material used for fortifica- 
tions will be brought home - 
although it would be cheaper to buy 
replacements because local industry 
will not be able to supply the neces- 
sary quantity in time. 

Special measures have been made 
to protect the convoys against terror- 
ist attacks. Convoys have been shot 
at. but there were no casualties, 
reporters were told. 

Soldiers and civilian contractors 
will soon start improving facilities 
along Israel's northern border. Erez 
said. Roads, electricity and water 
must be provided. New camps may 
be required because the number of 
units along the border will be in- 
creased. 

The total withdrawal will cost S60 
million, including the removal of 65 


camps. 50 positions. 700 mobile 
structures. 1.200 containers and 250 
generators, among other items. 

Close to 1.000 vehicles are in- 
volved in the pullback. 

But the next stage of withdrawal 
will require the removal of ten times 
more equipment. 

Erez said he expected the next line 
in the western sector to be based on 
present installations. Soldiers will 
live in tents and by and large new 
facilities will not be built. 

More permanent facilities are en- 
visaged in the eastern sector after 
Israel moves south from the Jezzine- 
Jebel Baruk line. Soldiers will live in 
tents there, too, but amenities will 
make it possible to stay there for 
longer periods. 

The IDF has now moved most of 
its heavy equipment and buildings 
out of the first withdrawal area, near 
Sidon. The Israeli soldiers in that 
area are now accommodated in tents 
and buildings that will be aban- 
doned. 

The IDF this week blew up five 
PLO installations, in use by that 
organization before the Lebanon 
war. The installations, which were 
from 10 kilometres south of the 
Zaharani River to eight km. north of 
Nabatiya. included tunnels, bunk- 
ers, aitiUery emplacements, stores 
and a radio station. Two tons of 
defective grenades and rockets, as 
well as regular explosives, were used 
in the operation. 


IDFki]ls5 
enemy gunmen

MfiTULLA. — Five terrorists were 
kiUed this week in clashes with tbe 
Israel Defence Forces, it was dis- 
closed yesterday. Four of them were 
killed on Tuesday evening northeast 
of Jezzine, after an IDF force gave 
chase to a gang that had apparently 
crossed the Awaii River into IDF- 
coDtroUed territory. 

The gang was found to be in 
possession of two Kalashnikov 
assault rines and three rocket- 
propelled grenades. 

Mlitary sources said that attempts 
to cross the Awaii have increased 
since the IDF stepped up its checks 
at the Bater a-Sbouf crossing point 
north of Jezzine and the Jib Jenine 
crossing point on the eastern front. 

On Monday'a terrorist was tailed 
on the coastal road after he was 
spotted by an IDF force. 

Between Tuesday night and last 
night there were three attacks on the 
IDF and the South Lebanon Army. 


Kimche tells envoys to blame 
Syria, Lebanon for strife

The international community 
should hold the governments of 
Lebanon and S>Tia fiiUy and solely 
responsible for any bloodshed and 
inter-communal strife that might 
break out after the Israel Defence 
Forces withdraws from Sidon. Fore- 
ign Ministry Director-General 
David Kimche told tbe diplomatic 
corps yesterday. 

Briefing the diplomats at the re- 
quest of Vice Premier and Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir. Kunche 
said: *‘The goveinmem of Lebanon 
acts as though it has lost its inde- 
pendence and bows totally to Syrian 
dictates." 

Kimche said that Israel had given 
the Lebanese government, as well as 
the United Nations, sufficient adv- 
ance warning of its withdrawal plan. 

' He said that Israel had failed to 
persuade the Lebanese government 
to coordinate the deployment of its 


own forces with the IDFs withdraw- 
al. Meanwhile; be said, the Syrian 
government had made it impossible 
for the UN to make any moves. 

Officials in Jerusalem said that the 
Syrian government was so anxious to 
prevent PLO chairman Yasser Ara- 
fat from rebuilding his support in the 
Palestine refugee camps after the 
IDF left that it was ob^nicting the 
possible deployment of Unifil units 
in and around the camps to ward off 
attacks by anti-Palestinian elements 
in the Lebanese population. 

Arafat has publicly called for Uni- 
fil to protect ^e refugee camps. 

Several of the diplomats present 
wanted to know how. if at all. their 
home governments might be 
affected by any chaos in Sou& Leba- 
non. 

Kimche said that if Lebanon did 
not hurry to request more troops for 
Unifil or Unifil's redeployment, it 
might be too late. 


Lebanon, Syria keep action plan secret 


BEIRUT (AP). - Lebanese and Sy- 
rian offidais yesterday announce 
new agreements for coping with 
Israel's imminent pnillback in South 
Lebanon and curUng any recurring 
of dvil-war violence. 

Lebanese Prime Mimster Rashid 
Karameh said the agreements will be 
implemented "immediately." His 
remarks came shortly before be left 
Damascus on his return here at the 
end of a 24-hour visit during which 
be met Syrian President Hafez 
Assad and Vice-President Abdui- 
Halim Khaddam. 

Kbaddam. who has played a key 
role in Syrian mediation efforts in 
Lebanon, said the agreements were 
"a good step in the right direction" 
and Syria would continue to back the 
Lebanese government's efforts to 


end the country's almost 10-year 
civil strife. 

The two offidais, who spoke at an 
impromptu news conference after a 
five-hour meeting yesterday would 
not give details of the new plans. The 
meeting was attended by three other 
Lebanese cabinet members and 
Lebanese Army intelligence chief 
Colonel Simon Kassis. 

Karameh said one of the agree- 
ments called for new moves to get 
the Lebanese army deployed on 
Lebanon's coastal highway above 
Israeli-occupied South Lebanon "in 
preparation for the army to enter the 


south after Israel starts its evacua- 
tion stages." 

Karameh and two of his cabinet 
ministers - Sunni leader Salim Hoss 
and Shi'a leader Nabih Beni - re- 
turned here after the Damascus 
meetings. But Druse leader Walid 
Jumblatt, Minister of Transp>ort and 
Tourism in the cabinet, stayed be- 
hind. 

It was not immediately dear 
whether efforts to convince Jumblatt 
to attend cabinet meetings after 
boycotting them for almost two 
months had succeeded. 
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Tunik blasts parties for campaign-fruid irregularities

In a blistering report on campaign 
fund-raising and spending in the last 
elections issued yesterday by State 
Comptroller Yitzhak Tunik, it 
emerged that five factions 
exceeded the legal ceiling on ex- 
penditure. 

The chief offender was Ezer Weiz- 
mao's Yabad list, which over^nt 
by ISl.l billion, pr 1J46 per cent. 
Tbe others were tbe Alignment, 
Tami. the National Reiigous Party 
and Morasha. 

The Alignment, whose ceiling was 
ISl.Sb., over^m by IS42.9m. (2.4 
per cent): the NRP overspent by 
IS241.3m. (109 per cent); Morasha 
overspTent by IS6m. (7.3 p)er cent); 
and 'Tami overspient by IS271.8m. 
(246 per cent). 

The Likud, whose ceiling was 
ISl.Tb., only spent lS1.5b. 

Other main findings of the report 


submitted to Knesset Speaker Shlo- 
mo HDlei included: 
o Three of the five illegally 
accepted contributions from cor- 
porations. They were the NRP, 
Tami and Yahad. A substantial 
number of large contributions to 
Yahad were ascribed to anonymous 
donors. 

• Some factions reported large con- 
tributions, some of them over 
$500,000. as having come from 
anonymous indtvidu^s. TUnik said 
there*^ are gounds for suspecting that 
they really came from corporations - 
“something that is not always possi- 
ble lo prove.” 

• MeirKahane'sKach party did not 
submit a finandal report at all, after 
receiving lS15.6m. in state financ- 
ing. 

Under the law, the only penal^ 
for these transgressions is the forfri- 
ture of the 15 pwr cent that is with- 
held from all £^ons until the State 
Comptroller ap>proves their refund. 


Tunik suggested that the Knesset 
consider increasing tbe penalty, at 
least in cases as blatant as Kach's. 
which is now no more severe than 
that paid by a faction that did'report 
on its receipts and expenditures and 
was then found to have exceeded its 
ceiling. 

As for large contributions from 
individuals. Tunik noted that the 
limit in the U.S. is S25.(XX) in a 
calendar year. When large sums are 
involved, there is no logical differ- 
ence between private and. corporate 
contributions, and the Knesset 
would do well to consider limiting 
the amount an imlividual may contri- 
bute. 

The justification for state financ- 
ing is to free the parties from de- 
pendence on contributors, who may 
then expect special favours from the 
part)'. Siich an obligation may be 
created when large sums are contri- 
buted by pnivate donors, no less than 
when they come from corporations. 


Tunik said the total amount spent 
on the campaign (not including 
Kach) was about IS6.1b. This does 
not include the cost of credit, which 
is not figured in deteimining the 
expenditure ceiling and is partially 
repaid by the Treasury. 

In a period of galloping inflation, 
as was the case during the campaign, 
the cost of credit financing is sub- 
stantial. he said. 

A separate repmrt on the parties' 
financing for April-August 1984 
(part of which overlap>p)ed with the 
campaign), noted that total expendi- 
ture came to IS538m.. of which 
IS446m. came from the Treasury. 

Tunik concluded: “The grand tot- 
al expanded is expemely high, and a 
not neghgible part of it comes from 
the public coffers. Even the Mn- 
tributions received could have been 
used for other economic goals. The 
time has come to examine this phe- 
nomenon and to seek ways of reduc- 
ing the expenditure."

14 held on suspicion 
of robbing flie elderly 


TEL AVIV (Itim). -The police have 
arrested 14 suspects, including three 
women, suspected of involvement in 
wide-scale robberj- of aged persons 
in the Tel Aviv and Haifa areas. 

The police believe that they are 
among those responsible for 15 re- 
cent robberies. It is thought that 
three separate gangs are working 
independently in the field. Some of 
the suspeas have already been re- 
manded and released on bail. Tliey 
all denied the charges. 

Police investigators have disco- 
vered seven different types of rob- 
bery: 

Identifying victims at the bank or 
post office, following them home and 
robbing them in the entrance to their 
building or in the lift. 

Gaining entrance to their apart- 


ments by posing as tax officials or 
' police. 

Posing as messengers from Dower 
shops. 

Pick-pocketing in the street. 

Stealing while pretending to 
change money. (The police susp>ect 
that victims of this sort often don't 
report the offences.) 

Robbing jewellers and other 
businessmen on their way home with 
their day's receipts. 

Robbery from jewellers, while 
pretending to be interested in a 
purchase. 

The police say that among the 
suspects is an ex-convict, a 
boutique owner, and a shoe-store 
o^smer. The police hope to make 
more arrests shortly and bring to an 
end the recent wave of robberies of 
old persons in Tel Aviv and Haifa. 


Kibbutz movements launch

Eshet bad financial dealings with

portedly at the centre of this week's 
stock-market slide. It was the latest 
in a series of unsuccessful finai^al 
operation.^ by the kibbutz move- 
ments. . 

The committee consists of Dov 
Golan and Zami Meri, the heads of 
the economic departments of the 
UKM and Kibbutz Artzi. The deci- 
sion to establish the comminee was 
made during a meeting of UKM 
secretaries Y<»ef Perlmutter and Eli 
Z^mir and Kibbutz Artzi secretaries 
Haim Ron and Ephraim Rosen. 


The committee's report is ex- 
pected to form the basis of a wide- 
ranging discussion in the kibbutz 
movements on future financial deal- 
ings. 

UKM spokesman Sblomo I^shem 
toid The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that E^ei bad been established to 
deal with short-term surplus funds- 
held by the kibbutzim. “Eshet's job 
is to ensure that these funds remain 
safe and available and give high 
yields." he said. 

Kibbutz officials questioned by 
The Jerusalem Post were defensive 
about Eshet's capitalistic ventures.. 
"We are only 3 per cent of the 
population surrounded by a capita- 
listic society - we must play by the 
rules dictated by the majority." one 
said. 

Another source added that Eshet 
had been established when the 
Likud was in power, to ensure the 
availability of capital. He alleged 
tbft the Likud had caused most 
sources of finance for the kibbutzim 
to dry up. 


Peres lauds Axel Springer 
on German-Jewish ties

The prime minister was speaking 
at a ceremony at the Chagall Hall in 
the Knesset at which Springer was 
awarded a gold medal in recognition 
"of his work and achievements in the 
struggle for a free press and freedom 
of expression.'* by Shabtai Himmel- 
farb. chairman of the Israel Daily 
Newspaper Publishers Association. 
The medal was presented on the 
occasion of the F1EJ (International 
Association of Newspaper Pub- 


lishers) board meeting in Israel. 

Visibly moved. Springer recalled 
that yesterday was 52 years to the 
day that Hitler rose to power in 
Germany. On that day. Springer's 
mother ^eady wan!i^him'tb^Hil!«’'| 
ler was'tbe persbnificatioa of Satan 
and that he would plunge'<3«»tnkhy' 
and the whole world into a horrible 
war. 

FIEJ president Gordon Linacrejof 
Britain praised Springer as a great 
newspaper man who has brought life 
and dignity to journalism. 

The FIO tward meeting closed 
last night with a farewell dinner at 
the King David Hotel in Jerusalem.

Brandt calls on superpowers to act 


H.-MFA. - Former West German 
Chancellor Willy Brandt last night 
proposed that the superpovkcrs. the 
Eurqpeans. the .Arab .states and 
Israel got together "to clear the 
rubble" of the .Arab-Jeuish conflict 
and strive jointly for the economic 
development and stabilization of the 
region. 

In n speech at Haifa University, 
where he inaugurated the Gustav 
Hcinemann insiiiuic of Middle 
Eastern Studies. Brandt, who b 
president of the Socialist Interna- 
tional. said the "new beginning" he 
envisaged need not be narrowly 
based on (he post-World War II 
Marshall Pl,in. but could be made 
through joint action. 


In this way. "future-oriented 
forces" would be directed towards 
progress, "and we who do not live in 
this region will assume the responsi- 
bility for making our contribution." 
he said. 

Brandi revealed he had been 
asked to lend his own name to the 
new institute but had felt himself too 
young for such an honour." 

Instead, he proposed the name of 
Gustav Heinemann. who was the 
third president of the German 
Federal Republic and the first from 
the ranks of the Social Democrats. 

Brandt was accompanied by 
Heinemann's son. Peter, former 
German ambassador Klaus Schuetz, 


and Gerd Stumpfig. of the FriedriciL 
Ebert Foundation, which funded the 
Institute. 

Professor Amon Soffer. chairman 
of the university's Jewish-Arab Cen- 
tre under whose roof the new insti- 
tute will function, told the guests 
that Haife University has the highest 
percentage of Arab and Druse stu- 
dents of all Israeli universities, com- 
prising almost 20 per cent of the 
student body. 

The centre aims to promote 
understanding and cooperation be- 
tween Jews and Arabs in Israel and 
conducts research on the Middle 
East in general and on Arab- Jewish 
relations in particular.

The Tiberiiis Magistrates Coun 
ordered them arrested after they 
arrived late for their hearing. 


The seven are suspected of staging 
an illegal demonstration in the area 
of the hotel a few months ago. 

The court rejected their plea that 
they were late because the lived far 
away. 

The court also ordered all the 
suspects and defendants in the case 
to be detained unless they posted 
bonds of IS1t)O.OOOeach. 

Also on Tuesday, stones were 
thrown at the car of the head of the 
local Bank Leumi branch. 

Michat Yudelman adds: The min- 
isterial committee appointed by 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres to 
handle the Ganei Hamat issue met 
yesterday. 

The committee, headed by Reli- 
gious Affairs Minster Yosef Burg, 
heard of the $7 million project from 


the representatives of the Africa- 
Israel Investment Company and 
Bank Leumi. who are building the 
hotel. Some of the ministers met- 
with the chief rabbis and are thinking 
of going to Tiberias to check the 
building site. 

But Agudat Yisrael soruces and 
ultra-Orthodox circles have already 
dbmissed the authority' of the com- 
mittee to rule in Halachic matters 
concerning the hotel.

TV staffmay black out Maccabi game

When 
they became hampered by a lack of 
camera crews and editors, though, 
they began low-level job action, ex- 
pressed mainly in presenting 
abridged news programmes. 

This week the Mabat news prog- 
ramme was cut short on two con- 
secutive nights. Last night the Ara- 
bic news service ws also curtailed. 

In addition to understafftng the 
wx)rkers are angry about threats that 
the IBA will be unable to pay next 
month's salaries. 


Jewish underground man loses appeal. 


A convicted member of the Jewish 
underground yesterday lost his 
appeal to the Supreme Court against 
a sentence of 15 months in jail 
and three years suspended. The 
state, which appealed to the court 
against what it held to be (he light- 
ness of the sentence, also lost, as the 
Supreme Court upheld the verdict of 
the Jerusalem District Court of last 
September. 

The appellant was Avinoam Kat- 
rieli. who was conricted on his own 


confession of conspiring to blow up 
the holy sites on Jerusalem's Temple 
Mount, obtaining silencers for Uzi 
submachine guns, and transporting 
explosives without a licence. 

In his appeal. KatrieJi's counsel 
argued that the plans to commit the 
offences were of a general nature 
and there was no concrete plan for 
carrying them out. The state argued 
that Katrieli's actions were quite 
specific and deserved a harsher 
penalty. (Itim)

Haifa district Police Deputy com- 
mander Arye Goren said the motive 
for tbe shooting apparently had a 
"romantic background." 


Aimed Each man arrested at Knesset 


The police have arrested the Kach 
activist caught yesterday afternoon 
trying to smuggle a loaded pistol into 
the I^esset. 

The 30-year-old Kiryat Arba resi- 
dent arrived at the Knesset together 
mth Kach MK Meir Kahane. but 
was prohibited from entering 
through the gate set aside for use by 
Knes^t meinbers. 

The police said that the man re- 
plied in the negative when asked by 


Knesset security guards if he bore a 
weapon. A subsequent search of his 
belongings, however, turned up a 
.22-calibre pistol, a loaded eight- 
shot magazine and 24 bullets. 

An examination of his pistol per- 
mit disclosed it had expired in 1981. 

Spokesman for the Kach friction 
yesterday reacted angrily to the 
arrest, rejecting charges the man had 
tried to sneak his weapon into the 
building. (Itim) 


Navon favours religious-secular mix

Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon told the Knesset yesterday 
that he will do all in his power to help 
interested parents set up schools 
where religious and non-religious 
children will study together. 

He was replying to an "oral par- 
liamentary question" by Ora Namir 
(Alignment-Labour) on a narrower 
aspea of the subject: the require- 
ment in some high schools that 1 1th- 
grade pupils, as part of their "com- 
pulsory' service." spend a few days at 
the Gesher Institute in Safad, which 
fosters encounters between reb'gious 
and non-religious pupils. 


Navon replied that Gesher is not a 
religious youth hostel and that its 
executive board consists of religious 
and non-religious persons. Its object 
is 'to bring the two sectors closer 
together, "whirii in itself I consider 
desirable." 

He did not think that Gesher acti- 
vities should be compulsory for any 
pupils. As for reciprocal visits of 
religious pupils to secular schools 
and institutions, he had been told 
that kashrut would be a problem. 

Navon said that there is a sharp 
polarization between religious and 
non-religious in Israel, and that the 
situation would get worse if no ac- 
tion was taken. 


Shapirabids to supply hotel

The Chief Rabbinate had reached 
an agreement with the Africa-Israel 
Investment Company on building 
regulations about a year and a half 
ago, which would make the con- 
struction halacbically acceptable. 

Now Sbapira has announced that 
if Carmel Carpets wins tbe tender, 
he will ask the Council of Tora Sages 
for guidance on how to proceed.

Military sources yesterday said 
that the settlers had also tried to 
place a caravan on the site but were 
prevented from doing so. 

The '30-odd settlers had all but 
completed erecting the fence around 
the plots, which have been the sub- 
ject of a prolonged legal dispute, 
when the IDF arrived, closed off the 
area and tore it down. 

MK Geuia Cohen arrived in Heb- 
ron by this time. After posing for 
photographs with her. the settlers 


dispersed. No arrests wre made. 

The settlers had been threatening 
for several weeks to take o\er the 
site forcibly, an act contrary to the* 
Defence Ministry's de facto freeze* 
on anv changes in Hebron. The. 
settlers are hoping to force the IDFs 
hand, embarrass Defence Mimsicr- 
'\1tzhak Rabin and Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres and force some end to 
the leeal wraneling holding up a' 
resolution of ihe stalemate over* 
ownership of the plots - an end they 
hope will be in their favour. 

The timinc of yesterday's actiopj^ 
was dictaied'by the planned visit to* 
Hebron's Jewish quarter this week', 
of Vice Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir. The Hehiun 
Jews hope that their action will force, 
Shamir to raise the Tel Rumeidii 
issue with Peres either privately or.

They were commenting on a re- 
port issued yesterday by a group of

“a great achievement for the beaefi- 
ci'anes of the Nil. it lays down on 
hQpOEtut step towards closing the 
gap between social principles and 


remedial action." 

Baruch added that in one year, 
when the ameodment expires, the 
Nil will seek to renew it. but raise- 
the guaranteed minimum to 16 per 
-cent ofthe average wage. 

The Post Knesset reporter adds: 

A parliamentary maneuver by 
.Mapam and the Gtizens Rights 
Movement yesterday got the Treas- 
ury to relent and compensate pen- 
tioners for last week's increase in die 
prices of basic commodities. 

When the Finance Committee this 
week was completfog its work on the 
Smbilization of the Economy* Law, 
wbicb constitutes fbe legal basis for 
Package Deal No.K Mapam 's Yair 
Tsaban led the fight for such com- 
^ pensatios. 

But when the fi^t was lost, the 10 
members of the two factions submit- 
ted 28 mxnority proposals, which 
would have entitled each of them to 
speak 28 times for five minutes each 
time. 

The bill was scheduled to have its 
second and third readings yesterday, 
and because of the filibuster it was 
put off to the end of the day. It was 
then that Knesset Clerk Samuel 
Jacobson received a telephone call 
from the Treasury announcing their 
agreement. 

There were still proposals by other 
factions but due to the late hour the 
second and third readings were post- 
poned till next week. 


Dinitz reacts to controversial 
Netany£^u W.Bank interview

Simha Dinitz. who was ambassa- 
dor to Washington in 1973-1978. said 
yesterday that the national unity 
government bad never taken the 
view that In the course of peace 
negotiations. Israel would not be 
ready to give one single centimetre 


of the areas taken over in 1967. 

The New York Post interview 
prompted Dinitz to put a parliamen- 
tary question to Netanyahu’s super- 
ior, Vice Premier and Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir. 

Dinitz wants to know whether the 
Netanyahu interview reflects the 
stand of the government, and. if not. 
whether it is his duty to reflect what 
the government 'says, and* not his 
owm personal \iews. 

Herut party circles say that 
Netanyahu generally echoes the 
politick outlook of Minister without 
Portfolio Mosbe Arens who, as 
ambassador to Washington, first 
brought Netanyahu into die foreign 
service in May 1982, picking him to 
be minister in the Washington 
embassy. -

Kholmyansky, a teacher of Heb- 
rew, was arrest^ last summer dur- 
ing a holiday in Estonia. 

The KGB entered his room on the 
grounds that he was involved in the 
destruction of a flowerbed in a near- 
by village. However, they went

directly to a drawer where they 
found a gun that had been "planted" 
earlier, instead of looking for flow- 
ers. They also confiscated his 
teaching materials and Jewish his- 
tory books. 

Kholmyansky went on a hunger 
strike against his detention without 
trial and as a result was placed in 
solitary confinement. Later he was 
moved to a cell with a convicted 
murderer. 


Shoppers in buying blitz near package-deal end

People were buying as though 
"there was no tomorrow, but shop- 
keepers claimed there was some- 
thing different in this week's mass 
buring before the end ofthe package 
deal. 

Shopkeepers in central Jerusalem 
yesterday were unanimous that 
"people were checking prices." 

'it's not like it used to be." said a 
salesman in a shop selling electronic 


goods. “In other rimes when there 
was a buying panic, people would 
ju.st snap up anything they saw and 
would not bother to check with our 
competitor next door, who might 
have been selling that particular item 
abitcbeai^r.’* 

In the city’s largersupermarkets. 
people were walking a^uy ivith large 
bags of toilet paper. A woman stand- 
ing in fine with three bags of 24 rolls 
of toilet paper and six bags of di^rs 
said : "Listen, these are just bc^d 


to go up in price. 

“I didn't use to buy like this, but 
now I know that my salary will not go 
iq^ at the same rate as these basic 
goods so it really does make sense to 
buy this much even though irmakes 
me feel stupid." 

Another difference that has 
appeared in this week's buying 
spree, before the first package deal 
ends at the beginning of next week 
and the second one starts, is that 
shoppers, according to the shop- 
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keepers, appeared to be more selec- 
tive. 

Yehezkel Deutsch, who owns a 
clothing shop in Jaffa Road, said he 
had felt no special rush in the last few 
days. Most of Deutseb's garments 
are locally made aod the rush was 
especially felt in imports and in basic 
goods under rigorous price control. 

Most buyers and shopkeepers 
seemed convinced there would be a 
major surge in the cost of all imports, 
with heavy taxes slapped on ail lux- 
ury goods. 

Gregory Moshel. who owns a shop 
that specializes in electronic organs 
imported from Japan, said that he 
managed to sell an unprecedented 1 5 
organs for about SI million each in 
one day last week. 

Another factor that has made 
buying more hectic was the rumours 
that suppliers were boarding stock so 
they could make a quick prpfit after 
the “seam" between the two pack- 
age deals. 

Yitzhak Touboul, the manager of 
a large shop selling ceramic tiles, 
bath tubs, sinks and marble, said 
yesterday that local manufacturers 
bad stopped supplying him udth new 
merchandise about nro weeks ago in 
anticipation of the end of the pack- 
age deal. 

Most shopkeepers said that busi- 
ness was very quiet during the three 
months of the package deal. Some 
had lost money, others learned new 
ways to survive in a di&reiit kind of 
market. 

Said Deutsch: 'T had to reduce my 
profit margin by half to get people to 
buy. But then I could do that, as 
steady prices allowed me to plan at 
least three months ahead."

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Sharon appointments cause storm at ICC

HAIFA. - Employees of the state- 
ouned Israel Chemicals Corpora- 
don are prepared to take strike ac- 
tion to prevent anempts by Industry- 
and Trade Minister Ariel Sharon to 
appoint members of his Herut party 
to senior management posts in their 
firm. The Jerusalem Post was told 
yesterday. 

Haim Greber, works committee 
chairman of he Haifa-based Fertiliz- 
ers and Chemicals factoty - one of 
[he corporation's subsidiaries - said 
strikes might be called if other mea- 
sures failed. 

The works committees of the cor- 
poration's various companies yester- 
day called for urgent talks with ICC 
general manager Yoram Zif to dis- 
cuss the proposed appointments. 

They are urging him to oppose the 
whole idea as a raaiier of principle. 


If this fails. Greber said, they 
would probably stage a warning 
strike followed by further industrial 
action 10 keep the appointments 
from going through. 

The Post lea'rns that Sharon 
nominated his proteges for senior 
management posts in five of the 
corporation's subsidiaries, including 
Fertilizers and Chemicals. Negev 
Phosphates, and the Dead Sea 
Works. 

Greber said that not since the "red 
(Mapai) membership card" days of 
the 1950s had appointments been 
made on political grounds. "We cer- 
tainly do not want to go back to that 
sort of situation." he said. 

Liora Moriel adds: 

The appointment of Herat sup- 
porter David Knafo to the newly- 
created post of deputy director in 
charge of personnel at Negev Phos- 


phates may not go through because 
of the outcry against it. an ICC 
source said yesterday. 

Knafo. who has been chainnan of 
the works committee at the Dead 
Sea Works for 14 years, told repor- 
ters that he felt completely qualified 
for the job and is willing to compete 
with any other candidate.

Postal rates to double 
as MKs end postal subsidy

Postal rates will double on Mon- 
day. when the first package deal 
ends. When the subsidized basic 
commodities are next increased, the 
rates will be hiked an additional 32 
per cent. 

This was decided yesterday by the 
Knesset Finance Committee.'fbilow- 
ing demands by Communications 
Minister Amnon Rubinstein to end 
the subsidization of the postal ser- 
vices. 

The committee also decided that 
Postal-Service rates and fees will 
henceforth be linked to the consum- 
er price index and increased whenev- 
er the linkage calls for a 10 per cent 
adjustment. 

According to Rubinstein, the abo- 
litioD of the mail-sendee subsidy will 
save the government S40 million this 
year and provide a basis for the 
establishment of the public postal 
company he has proposed to replace 
the Ministry's postal services. 

Rubinstein has long called for the 
end of the subsidization of postal 
services, telephone operations, and 


other goods and services, most lately 
the low'-cost rental housing of Ami- 
dar and Amigur. 

He argues that only some 10 per 
cent of all letters sent In Hrael are 
written by private citizens. The rest 
is mostly banking and other com- 
mercial mail. Thus, he said, the 
government is subsidizing these 
commercial enterprises. 

The cost of an internal stamp is the 
equivalent of three cents, compared 
to 20 cents in the U.S.. and that is 
about CO go up to 22 cents. 

Rubinstein promised that the 
country's postal service will impnsve 
"within three months." after in- 
stallation of modem electronic mail- 
processing equipment is completed. 

Committee chairman Eliyahu 
Speiser (Alignment-Labour) said 
"the only way” to improve mail 
delivery is to convert the Postal 
Service into an independent pifolic 
authority "not subservient to the 
Treasury." 

Herat and Mapam had joined 
together for weeks to oppose the 
postal-rate increases, but prop- 
osal passed the committee neverthe- 
less. 


‘Case ofthe dead gulls’ broken

TEL AVIV. - The Veterinary Ser- 
vice has solved the mystery of the 
recent death of some 2.000 lake gulls 
in the Kinneret area. 

A post mortem on the birds 
•sho^d their deafo was connected lo 
«a rtfe^d^ase they .caught by- eating, 
'poui^^carcassesi. ^ 

Un^ most gulls, the lake gulls 
do not eat fish , but scavenge garbage 
and carcasses. 

'Ihe sudden death of so many lake 
gvUs had puzzled He^th Ministry 
and Kinneret Authority officials. 
Lui week Dr. Simeon Fokimonsl^, 
a regional poultry disease officer, 
decided to investigate and took 
several dead gulls to Veterinary Ser- 
vice's region^ laboratory for poultry 
diseases in Safiid. 

On Friday. the regional laboratory 
decided to have the birds thoroughly 
checked at the central reference 
laboratory of the Veterinary Insti- 
tute in Beit Dagan. A state of 
emergency was dedared because 


there was fear of a danger to public 
health. 

Laboratory head Dr. Aliza Cohen 
and other veterinarians worked 
around the clock, and by Saturday 
had pinpointed the cause of death 
and were able to state that there was 
no danger tothe public. * 

Asked where the gulls Had found 
the diseased poultry, chief veterina- 
rian Amnon Shimshoni said he did 
not have an answer but his staff was 
investigating. 

Shimshoni said all slaughter- 
houses in the Kinneret area were 
disposing of poultry carcasses 
according to the law. The slaughter- 
houses are required to dispose of the 
carcasses, as well as unused poultry 
parts, by burning or burying them, 
or grinding them into a powder that 
is added to poultry feed. 

As many as 20,000 lake gulls mi- 
grate from northern Europe to the 
Kinneret area every winter. In the 
last few days no more deaths of gulls 
have been reported.

New OC Israel Navy

Tai-Aluf (brigadier-general) 
Avraham Ben-Shushan has been 
named the new commander of the 
Israel Navy to replace Aluf Ze'ev 
Almog. His appointment becomes 
effective today, when he will also be 
promoted to Aluf (major-general). 

Ben-Shushan. 38. was born in 
Turkey. He joined the Israel De- 
fence Forces in 1959 and has served 
in the navy ever since. Most recently 
he served as commander of the 
navy's training base and officers' 
school, before going on to command 
a missile boat unit and serve as OC 
Haifa naval base. In 1982 he was 
appointed deputy OC of the navy. 
He has a B.A. in history from Tel 
Aviv University. 

Almog. who formerly led the elite 
frogmen unit, commanded the navy 
during the 1982 Operation Peace for 
Galilee, when the force blockaded 
Beirut, landed-troops to cut off the 
retreat of PLQ forces in the first 
stage of the war, and fought several 
naval battles.

STOCKHOLM (Reuter). - The 35- 
nation £uro{^an disarmament con- 
ference began hearing details yester- 
day of Nato proposals for exchanges 
of military information aimed at 're- 
ducing the risk of war in Europe. 

Iceland tabled the Rrsi of si.x pap- 
ers on behalf of the 1 6-member west- 
ern alliance elaborating on 
technical-military measures prop- 
osed immediately aftei the confer- 
ence opened last January. 

The Soviet Union Tuesday sub- 
mitted a draft treaty on the non-use 
of force, one of its key proposals, 
focusing attention on Moscow's 
broad political approach to the con- 
ference. which ^gan a new round 
Tuesday. 

The Nato paper proposed that 
participating states should annually 
exchange information on their 
miiitarv'-command organizations, in- 
cluding the location of their head- 
quarters and the composition of 
ground formations and land-based 
airforces. 

The Warsaw Pact has in the past 
accused Nato of seeking to gain a 
licence for espionage through its in- 
formation propiwals. 

But Nato delegates said they were 
pleased with what they called the 


moderate tone of yesterday’s inidal 
response from the Soviet delegation . 
which said it would study the paper 
with interest. 

-The East has seen more danger- 
ous curiosity in this measure than it 
contains." West German Ambassa- 
dor Klaus Citron told reporters. 

He said the exchange of informa- 
tion was not aimed at enabling better 
selection of targets for attack in the 
event of war. as suggested by some 
Warsaw Pact delegates. The mea- 
sure would not cover missile sites, 
ammunition depots or numbers of 
troops. 

Nato argues that better exchanges 
of information would substantially 
reduce the risk of war breaking out 
by accident or miscalculation. It will 
elaborate in the coming weeks on jts 
proposals on inviting observers to 
maneuvers, forecasts of military 
activities and procedures for verify- 
ing information. 

Yesterday's working paper said 
exchanges of information should 
cover “major ground foimarions and 
main combat units... and land-based 
air formations." 

They would apply to the whole of 
Europe as well as the adjoining sea 
area and air space. 


China says troops in combat 
readiness to repulse Vietnam 


PEKING (Reuter). - China said 
yesterday its troops are in combat 
readiness on the Vietnamese border. 

But the Foreign Ministry would 
not directly conRim or deny whether 
reinforcements had been sent to the 
frontier. 

The New China News Agency 
earlier quoted Foreign Minister Wu 
Nueqian as saying China reserved 
the right to teach Vietnam a “second 
lesson" beatuse of Hanoi's “fren- 
zied provocations." 

A ministty spokesman was asked 
yesterday by a foreign journalist to 
comment on Vietnamese reports 
that China had reinforced its air and 
ground forces along the border. 

“Recently, while launching milit- 
ary attacks in areas along the 
Kampuchean-Thai border, the Viet- 
namese authorities have made repe- 
ated military provocations against, 
and incursions into the Chinese bor- 
der areas.” the spokesman replied. 

“The Chinese frontier forces are 
in combat readiness to repulse the 


aggressors.” he added. 

China sent troops into Vietnam 
almost exactly six years ago, after 
Hanoi's forces entered Kampuchea 
to topple the Peking-backed Khmer 
Rouge government. 

China called its 1979 action a 
“self-defensive counter-attack.'* 

Peking supports a three-party 
Kampuchean opposition coalition 
grouping the Uimer Rouge, the 
Kampuchean People's Naifonal Li- 
beration Front and a faction led by 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk. 

Chinese television has carried fre- 
quent reports showing Chinese 
troops on the Vietnamese frontier 
and the official People's Daily 
yesterday carried a dramatic front- 
page picture of vigilant Chinese 
guards facing Vietnam's ally, the 
Soviet Union. 

China lists an end to Soviet sup- 
port for Vietnam's presence in Kam- 
puchea as a pincipal condition for 
normalizing its cool relations with 
Moscow. 


S. African court orders inquest into Biko’s death 


PRETORIA ( AP). - A court yester- 
day oTcIered an inquest into the 
medical treatment afforded black 
leader Steve Biko. whose death in 
police custody in 1977 made him a 
martyr in the fight against apanheid. 

The decision sets a stage for 
reopening one of the most sensation- 
al of the cases in which activists 
fighting the white-minority rule here 
died while in police hands. 

Since the government allowed the 
police to detain people w'ithout 
charges in the 1960s. 56 detainees 
have died in police custody. . 

It was not clear whether Biko's 
police interrogators will be sum- 


moned to testify at the inquest. 

The Pretoria Supreme Court 
ordered the inquest by the South 
African Medical and Dental Council 
after six physicians petitioned the 
coun. saying the reputation of South 
African medicine had been tar- 
nished because the council refused 
to investigate Biko's death in depth. 

The origin of the multiple bruises 
to the head that killed Biko was 
never clearly explained. 

The death of the former medical 
student brought protests from fore- 
ign governments, and 20,000 blacks 
attended his funeral. 


Debaters too drunklb debate 

LONDON ( Reuter). - It was meant to be a prestigious contest of intellectual 
u'ii - but ihc first debate between Britain's two top universities ended as a 
drunken shouting match. 

The debating societies of Oxford and Cambridge Universities were 
attempting to pro\-c that their institution was the best. 

But speakers slurred their words, others wrestled on the floor and w*ater 
and paperdarLs were thrown onto the arena where drink-fuddled members of 
the audience shouted or slumped in their seats, newspapers reported. 

The host side. Cambridge, blamed a heavy-drinking Oxford team for die 
chaos. Cambridge speaker Simon Sebag-Montefiore stormed out after 
describing the victors as “ugly, drunken, boring, spotty twerps.” 

Oxford debater Gareth Penny. 22. was quoted as saying: “We treated it as 
a light-hearted thing but when we got there we suddenly realized they wanted 
a serious debate... We'd had a three-hour bus ride and some people had had a 
few beers."

British strike talks fail 
as miners reject ultimatum 


LONDON (Reuter).' - Leaders of 
striking miners yesterday rejected an 
ultimatum by the National Coal 
Board on the terms for fresh negotia- 
tions to end Britain’s 10-month-old 
pit stoppage, a union official said. 

Sid Vincent, a regional leader of 
the.National Union of Minewoikers 
(NUM). told reporters that the un- 
ion's executive had turned down a 
board ultimatum that it must under- 
take in writing to discuss the shut- 
down of loss-making collieries. 

Vincent and other members of the 
executive accused the state manage- 
ment of unwillingness to negotiate a 
swift settlement of the ruinous dis- 
pute. 


The board, in turn, said there was 
“nothing to negotiate" unless the 
union gave written guarantees to 
consider the closure of unprofitable 
pits as the key issue in any peace 
formula. . 

'■—“It seems: EO'.b'efback ‘.to- square 
one," an indusiiy.. sources , said in 
commenting on the failure Tuesday 
of infonnai London tallu'that had 
been designed to draw up an agreed 
agenda for full-scale negotiations. 

Tuesday's three-hoiir London 
meeting ended with the ultimatum 
by the board.

Kirkpatrick quits, returning to private life 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - U.S. 
Ambassador to the UN Jeane Kirk- 
patrick yesterday resigned her post 
and said she would return to private 
life. 

Kirkpatrick, after meeting Presi- 
dent l^nald Reagan at the White 
House, denied she was disappointed 
that she would not fill a senior fore- 


ign policy position in his second 
administration and refused to dis- 
cuss whether such a job was offered. 

“I now feel that I can best serve 
the president and our shared objec- 
tives for the United States and the 
vi’orld by returning to teaching and 
wririne." she said. 


Iraqi jets raid Veiy large nay al taiget’ 


BAGHDAD (AF). - Iraqi jet fight- 
ers “successfully raided a very large 
naval target" in the Gulf waters 
yesterday and Iraqi gunners killed 29 
Iranian soldiers across the front tine 
separating the two warring states, 
military communiques reported. 

In Iraqi military parlance, the 


term “very large naval target" 
means a supertanker. 

The vessel was “accurately and 
directly hit and all our Eagles (air 
force pilots) returned safely to 
base.” said the communique which 
reports on the daily combat action of 
the 52-month-old Gulf war. 


ROME (AP). - Cabinet ministers 
from 14 nations began meeting 
yesterday to develop long-term 
plans for the Europe^ Space Agen- 
cy. 

Luigi Granelli. Italian minister for' 
scienrific and technological re- 
search. opened the two-day session, 
warning members they had to con- 
tinue their commitment to develop-, 
ing a European capacity in space or 
ri^ losing the billions of dollars 
already invested ud becoming com- 
pletely dependent on the U.S. 

"The purpose of (this) meeting is 
to draw the attention of our coun- 
tries to the importance for the future 
of having a courageous policy on 
space." he said. 

This IS the second meeting of 
ministers since the ESA was founded 
in 1975. The last was in 1977. 

Granelli noted that the ESA spent 
more than S6.3 billion during its first 
10 years and expressed concern that 
the money would be “frittered 
away" unless the members make a 
firm commitment to the future. 

“To preclude such an unforgiv- 


able error we must... stick to prog- 
rammatic and scientific options 
enabling us. in the years 1985-95. to 
make the necessary progress to pre- 
serve and increase a confirmed, in- 
dependent role... without any risk of 
pla^g second fiddle.” he said. 

He said Europe must also map a 
strate^ of cooperation with the 
U.S. “in which there is no pointless 
competition or dangerous sub- 
ordination of one to the other." 

One of major decisions the minis- 
ters must make is whether to partici- 
pate in a SlOb. plan by the U.S. to 
launch a permanent space station in 
1992. 

Italy and the German Federal Re- 
public have advocated a joint effort, 
called Columbus, which would be 
part of the U.S. space station but 
could be detached later to form the 
basis for an independent European 
space station. 

‘Member nations are Belgium, 
Denmark. France. Ireland, Italy, 
the Netherlands. Spain. Sweden, 
Switzerland. Great Britain and the 
GFR. 


W. German political parties

HAMBURG (Reuter). - Friedrich 
Karl Flick, whose industrial empire 
is at the centre of West Germany's 
political bribery affeir. says, be will 
continue to donate money to politic- 
al parties. Stem magazine said 
yesterday. 

In his first interview about the 
affair. Flick. 56. ^d: “I think it’s 
perfectly normal to do something 
about ±e 1987 elections ud do 
something I will. 

“They can always count on me," 
he said. 

Asked if this meant more dona- 
tions. Flick answ.ered: “Yes." 
according to the magazine. 

Former Economics . ministers 
Count Otto Lambsdorff and Hans 
Friderichs are due to stand trial later 
this year on charges of taking bribes 
for their Free Democratic Party in 
return for granting the Flick Group a 


S145 mtllioD tax concession on a 1975 
shares dual. 

The concession was rescinded in 
December 1983. The Flkk Group 
has appealed against the ruling. 

Flick himself feces no charges and 
has denied knowledge of the alleged 
bribes. His former general manager. 
Eberbard Von Brauchitsch, is 
charged with bribery. 

“I thou^t it was a businessman's 
duty to give political parties financial 
support when the firm’s profits 
allowed (but) our politicians can't be 
bou^t and we never expected any- 
thing in return for d6nanoas,'’^(er7i 
quoted Flick as saying. 

It said the interview was held at a 
villa in southern California, where 
Flick, head of one of West Ger- 
many's last big private concerns, was 
recovering from a hip operation. 


Jafl pixqx)sed for Swedes spreading Aids 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter). - ASwed- 
ish government agency recom- 
mended legal changes yesterday to 
permit maximum two-year prison 
sentences for Aids victims having sex 
with non-sufferers. 

A spokesman for the National 
Public Safety Board, which urged 
the move in a report to the govern- 
ment. said he expected offidal ac- 
tion later this year. 

But. he said, those with Aids (ac- 
quired immune deficiency syn- 
drome) should be free to have sex 
with other Aids sufferers. 

The board's report said preven- 
tion by law is the only effective way 
to stop Aids from spreading. 

Ei^t Swedish Aids victims have 
died of the disease and another 200 
to 300 have the symptoms, the 
spokesman reported. 

Most Aids victims are homosexual 
men. but the report said a growing 


number of heterosexuals have also 
been infected. 

In Australia, a government task 
force has announc^ that about half 
the homosexual and bisexual men in 
Sydney are presumed to be carrying 
the Aids virus. 

Bongo turns prostitutes 
over to the troops 

LIBREVILLE (AP). - President 
Omar Bongo, launching a crack- 
down on prostitution, has ordered 
the police to round up prostitutes 
and turn them ov’er to the troops. 

“When they have had five or six 
soldiers on top of them, these 
women will understand that you 
mustn't street walk in Gabon." the 
state-controlled newspaper /.'I/mbn 
quoted Bongo as telling gendaimerie 
officers at the presidential palace.

A TWO-PAGE cartoon feature 
published last week in the daily 
Hadaskot. has given rise to pro- 
tests that it isitegrading to women. 
'N Dr, Nitza Shapira-Libai, adviser 
to the prime minister on the status of 
women, asserts that the offending 
feature - particularly a section enti- 
tled "How to rape a hitchhiker" - 
violates clause 214 of the 1977 cri-; 
minaJ code which prohibits the pub- 
lication of ‘'abominable material." 

“I cannot remember ever having 
seen such a debasing, sadistic, humi- 
iiutiog publication. It is an excellent 
case for prosecution." she said this 
u-eek. 

Throughout the Hadaskot spread, 
which purported to be humorous. 
«^xua! innuendoes in illustrations 
'^nd text equate cars with women. 

Under headings like "how to 
warm her up in the morning" and 
"how- to get through the winter" 
^ readers are instructed to "caress her 
b(HJy" and “kiss her trunk,” and are 
advised to "check her oil... [and] put 
in antifreeze i whiskey, cognac, arak 
- it doesn't matter which) so-she'l] 
turn on for you on the spc't." 

Women's groups reacted most 
vehement! y to four panels showing a 
woman strapped with her legs apart 
TO various p^s of a car. with accom- 
panying captions- explaining - Aep 
by step - how, to rape her. 

Shapira-Libai has submined a let- 
ter to Atiomey-GeneraJ Yitzhak 
Zamir requesting that the Ministry 
k of Justice take legal action against 
‘ HadashoT. 

"Very few cases like this get to 
court. It wemid be up to the judge to 
decide whether Hadaskot commit- 
ted a transgression of the law," she 
s.*)id. 

Shapira-Libai charges that the 
Hadaskot piece contained disre- 
. spectful cynicism teiating to the se- 
rious issue of rape, contempt for

women by depicting them as sexual 
objects ^d condoning their mal- 
treatment; sadism and masochism 
and a severe attack on women in 
general through abasement and 
humiliation. 

When a concerned woman, 
offended by the publication, tele- 
phoned Hadaskot to complain, she 
was told by an editor "You have no 
sense of humour". 

The woman then mrned to Prof-. 
Alice Shalvi, .head of the Israel 
Women's Lobby, who aleai^d;Dr. 
Shapira-Libai and quickly cabled 
the Israel Journalists' Associa- 
tion. Hadaskot, however, is not a 
member of this professional union. 

Other women's groups protesting 
against the publication include 
Na amat, the Jerusalem Council for 
the Advancement the Status of 
Women and Activists Against Rape. 
Women charge that the feature is 
"shocking." “repulsive" and an in- 
citement to violence against women. 

Yossi Klein, the editor-in-chief of 
Hadaskot refused to speak to The 
Jerusalem Post about the matter.

YAEL VERED. an adviser to the 
foreign minister, has suggested that' 
the treatment of Arab women in 
their own countries be used as the 
answer to those who accuse Israelis 
or Zionists of being racist or sexist. 

Speaking at a seminar organized 
by Wizo to prep^ women for panlci- 
patioQ in the winding-up conference 
of the UN Decade of Women in 
Nairobi, Vered said women in Arab 
countries are still very limited in 
their freedom outside the family cir- 
cle. Even within the family, the Arab 
Oman's role is a traditional one: her 
husband can divorce her by repeat- 
ing one sentence three times, but she 
cannot divorce him . 

In most .Arab countries, the Mos- 
lem custom of allowing men up to 
four wives and an unlimited number 
of concubines is ^ill the law of the 
land. Even if.a man limits himself to 
one wife for economic reasons, the 
knowledge that he can marry more is 
a source of tenrion for the wife. 
Vered said. "Women are assumed to 
have no sexual inhibitions and very 
little judgment and reason," she 
said. 

She quoted statements made at a 
recent conference on divorce in Jor- 
dan, - where divorce takes place in 
20 per cent of all .marriages - in 
explaining the increase in this phe- 
nomenon. A male sociologist there 
blamed interference by in-laws and 
economic difficulties, but a religious 
leader blamed lack of piety and 
women's insufficient willingness to 
serve and please their husbands. 

She also died a report which said 
women comprise only about nine per 
cent of the labour force in the Arab 
countries, compared to 26 per cent in 
the rest of the developing world. The 
employment figures decrease as 
urbanization increases, the report 


“NO ONE w'as ready for 
Copenhagen, no one expected that 
kind of onslaught," says Leila 
Seigel, presidentof the International 
Coundl of Jewish Women (ICJW*). 
Seigel was in Israel last week partid- 
pating in a Wizo ^minar preparing 
for the UN's wind-up conference on 
its Decade of Women, scheduled for 
this summer in Nairobi. At the half- 
way mark in Copenhagen in 19S0 the 
Soviet and Arab block - with the 
help of Third World women - used 
the conference as a platform for 
anti-Israel resolutions. 

Seigel's group represents about 
one million women in 33 countries. 
Its Israeli affiliate, the Coundl of 
Women's Organizations in Israel, is 
a roof organization including NV1zo, 
Na'amat, Emunah and the Assoda- 
tion of University Women. The 
ICJW's goals include striving for 
Jewish unity, support for Israel, the 
advancement of women, human 
rights and eduction. *' ' 

As 3. non-^vWnmelVfal 
tioiial 'oTganis^rion INGO),* the 
ICJW has consultative status to the 
UN's Economic and Social Council. 
It also sits in on various UN commis- 
sions and reports on their activities. 
Before assuming the presidency, 
Seigei was the group's UN repre- 
sentative in Geneva for 10 years. 

The NGO forum which will pre- 
cede the Nairobi conference, is a 
series of workshops open to all. 
where women will be able to discuss 
common problems such as health 
and employment. The resolutions 
evaluating women's advancement 


states, because work on the famih’ 
farm is one thing but lening the 
women, go out to work after the 
family moves to the city is not 
acceptable. 

"We are always attacked on male 
migration from Judea and Samaria." 
Vered said, "so >‘ou should know 
that men from £g%pt. Jordan and 
Yemen comprise over 70 per cent of 
the Arab workers employed outside 
their own countries... For some 
women, the man's absence may 
mean an easier life but for most, it 
means harder work to make a living 
plus double responsibilitv' as the only 
adult in the home." 

Illiteracy, particularly among 
women, is still high in the Arab 
countries, she said. In Judea. Samar- 
ia and Gaza, about 40 per cent of 
girls are now in school, and women 
comprise about half the university 
students. "In Israel, we send truant 
officers to families who refuse to 
send their children to school, and we 
take children out of the home if 
necessarv'." she said. "For political 
reasons, we cannot implement such 
a programme in Judea. Samaria and 
Gaza." 

She talked about the tremendous 
increase in running water and sew- 
age systems, anc^ in the standard of 
livrlng in these areas since L967. 
'There are 1 .8 hospital beds per 1 ,000 


during the decade will be adopted at 
the conference itself. Since aD voting 
decisions are made the foreign 
ministries of the voting member 
states. Seigel's lobbying has already 
begun. 

One of the goals of Jewish women 


inhabitants there, compared with 
less than one bed per 1.000 in most of 
the Arab countries. Infant mortality 
in the territories is less than half that 
in most .Arab states, she said. 

As the standard of living in the 
territories has increased . the number 
of working women has decreased 
from a little over 10 per cent in 1969 
to about eight per cent today. 
However, there arc now women 
doctors, one hospital director, a 
judge and several lawyers, school 
principals and supervisors and other 
professionals. 

There hav-e been other changes as 
well. "'Today, a husband cannot be 
imposed on a woman in Judea or 
Samaria as easily as he could have 
been before 1967." Vered said. *T 
know of one case where the woman 
insisted on meeting the man and 
talking to him before she agreed to 
the marriage. He objected, saying he 
was a university graduate and had 
passed enough examinations and 
that he was rtot willing to be ex- 
amined by a woman. She didn't 
marry him'. 

"In another case, a Jordanian air- 
line pilot asked for a woman's hand 
but she refused when she found out 
he would only be home occasional- 
ly." 

Though the status of Israeli 
women is far better than that of Arab 


is to convince' member states that 
conference decisions be made by 
consensus instead of by majority. 
This time they are being support^ 
in this effort by the Soroptimists. a 
service organization of professional 
women, and by the Iniemaiional 


women in the territories. Dr. Nitza 
Shapira-Libai. the prime minister's 
adviser on the status of women, was 
somewhat pessimistic when she 
spoke during the seminar on "prob- 
lems and achievements of Israeli 
women." 

The 1951 Equal Rights for 
Women Law Joes not include the 
area where women have the least 
equality, mnrriuge and divorce, and 
those laws dealing with equality in 
employment are poorly enforced 
and do' not cover such tis pirxno- 
tion on the job. she said. 

The main problem, however, is 
social not legal. "Today's women are 
the 'desert generation.' They vvant 
career advancement but they -bear 
the whole burden of the home and it 
is hard for them to get their spotLses 
to share that burden when the 
woman's earning capacity is so much 
Jess that that of her husband." 

Shapir-Litxii listed the many coun- 
cils and committees which have been 
formed to promote the status of 
women but said their activities so far 
have not amounted to much. "There 
are advisers on women's issues in 
several minrstries but the only thing 
they have in common is that their 
function is essentially advisory. 
Commis.vioners have been 
appointed to deal with career 
advancement opportunities for 


Alliance of Women, an equal rights 
group. 

"It is certainly going to be rough." 
says the Geneva-based New Yorker. 
"But I think it may be different from 
Copenhagen. First, the international 
situation has changed. The PLO is 


wonfen in the dvil service, but it's 
too early to know how that will 
work. 

"Cities and regional councils have 
set up advisory councils on women's 
status but. except for Haifa where 
the council has worked well, the 
others are still in formative stages. 
ExpecTations are high for a council 
on the scams of women which the 
prime minister appointed recently." 

She added that examples be 
found of great achievements by 
women in Israel: three Supreme 
Court justices, a woman editing a 
daily newspaper and so on. Howev- 
er. she said, the real question is how 
many women get to the top. and the 
answer is far too few; ten out of 120 
MKs. one deputy minister out of a 
cabinet of 20 ministers and five de- 
puties. no w'omen directors-gencral 
of ministries and bemeen one and 
eight per cent women in manage- 
ment (depending on how "manage- 
ment" is defined). 

Ruth Tekoah, chairwoman of 
Wizo in Israel and chairwoman of 
the seminar, said women themselves 
are responsible for chose sorry statis- 
tics. "There is too much lethargy," 
she said. "We have to shake 
ourselves out of it." She added that 
women all over the world do not 
tend to vote for women. "It’s lime 
that women vote for the right woman 
for the right job," she said. 

World Wizo president Raya Jag- 
lom complained that the Foreign 
Ministry still has not appointed its 
delegation to the Nairobi confer- 
ence. and chat the official delegates 
therefore could not panicipate in the 
seminar. "We'll have to hold 
another seminar when the govern- 
ment delegation is appointed." she 
said, “but it won't quite be the same 
thing." 


not flourishing and the .Arab oil 
threat isn't the same. And the cli- 
mate is different. I think people are 
just plain bored with this coming up 
all the rime." 

Seigel. who holds an M.A. in 
political science from the graduate 
faculty of New York's New &hool of 
Social Research, thinks the reaction 
of the Third World will also have an 
effect. She notes that many of the 
Arab promises of financial aid to 
African states never came through. 
“If African women have anything to 
say. the conference will focus on the 
problems of rural women." 

Seigel does not rule out contacts 
with Palestinian women, but says, 
rather pessimistically. "Some of us 
went to Ct^enhugen with the naive 
hope of some dialogue, but were 
quickly disappointed.'' 

The ICJW is also concerned with 
problems common to all women. 
Seigel. who is vice-chairwoman of 
the NGO subcommittee on the sta- 
tus of women. wouldlike to see more 
recognition of the economic import- 
ance of unpaid labour in the home. 

According to Seigel. such work 
accounts for 2ii-30 per cent of the 
CNPin The industrialized world; and 
in the Third World, where women 
are involved in subsistence fanning, 
the figure can reach 80-90 percent of 
the GNP. 

"There are few things more enrag- 
ing than when a w’oman is asked 
what she does and she says ‘no- 
thing'." comments Seigel.

TEL A\nV'. - White-collar crime is 
almost as old as recorded histor> . 
Niuav-Miihne Norman Fait, deputy 
head of the fraud division at national 
Police Headquarters, told the staff 
and students of the College of Insur- 
ance yesterday. Tlie college dedi- 
cated an entire day to the subject to 
m.irk the graduation of 1?0 of its 
students. 

Fail said that •’today we talk of 
computer enmes hut the crimes are 
the same, only the technology has 
improved.” 

The actual term “white-collar 
crime" w;is Invented a generation 
ago in the U S. Then an investigator 
defined it js ”ihc wrong doing car- 
ried om bv u respectable person, of 

the upper classes, (who wear white 
collars) within the framework of his 
usual profession or vocation.” At 
the time it meant mainly such things 
as torming a cartel to fix prices, or 
cheating the public by higher prices 
when a monopoly wus granted, such 
.Ls to supply water or electricity to a 
community. 

The method important; not the 
results. "If a bank manager embez- 
zles a l:^ock of shares, it is a white- 
collar crime: if this same block of 
shares is taken by a hank messenger, 
it is theft.*' Fait said. 

But today, the definition has 
changed tremendously, and ”white- 
coilar enme” has much less to do 
with il.s traditional meaning. "When 
wc use the term today. w*e mean 
being ripped-off by TV repairmen, 
garage mechanics, doctors, drug- 


gists. dentists, lawyers and certified 
public accountants. They are the 
experts; and we are forced to rely on 
their expertise.” Fait went on to 
describe several cases in which these 
experts had ripped him off. 

Today, the new meaning of white- 
collar crime is any transgression 
committed by trickery, without vio- 
lence. for the financial or other be- 
nefit of the perpetrator. 

The four most popular white- 
collar crimes. Fait said, were; pas- 
sing a cheque without cover; bribing 
an "official to receive preferential 
treatment; collusion between an em- 
ployer and an employee to swindle a 
third party, and actions performed 
by professional confidence- 
tricksters. who made a living by 
prering on the gullible. 

Among tricks of the "profession- 
:(]” group he mentioned sending bills 
to a large company, which was highly 
disorganized, and demanding pay- 
ment. If a 15 per cent reduction in 
payment is offered for prompt pay- 
ment. the company's treasurer will 
generally pay without even going to 
the trouble to check if the bifl is 
valid. And if he does go to the 
trouble and demands an explanation 
from the sender of the bill, he is 
more often than not told: “Excuse 
me. e.xcuse me. it was a computer 
mistake.” The phrase “computer 
mistake'* hid a wealth of very human 
mistakes or crimes, he said. 

Certain »tuations in a society en- 
couraged persons who normally are 
law-abiding to go in for white-collar 
crime. Fait said. One was the gap 
created in changing over from a 
system of regulated prices to one of 


Goodbye to 10-agora, V 2 shekel coins 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Coins of 10 agorot and half a 
shekel will cease to be legal tender 
From February 28. the Bank of Israel 
announced yesterday. 

The formal procedure for abo- 
lishing these coins began when the 
Minis"terial Economic Committee 
decided last December 11 to take 
them out of circulation. The Knesset 
Finance Committee authorized the 
move on January 21. and the Gov- 
ernor of the Bankoflsrael signed the 
relevant order this week. 

For some time past, the cost of 
producing these coins has exceeded 
their value, and they have not had 
much daily use in commercial life. 
Nevertheless, large numbers of 
these coins are still held by the 
public. At the end of 1984. 314 
mifJ.ion lu-agora coins and 66 million 
half-she>;el cpins were in circulation. 

Until the end of February the 
outgoing coins can be exchanged for 
lurser denomination's' at anv bank.

liberalization or the reverse: this gap 
can be exploited by unscrupulous 
persons. Also, changes in currency 
values, specifically the erosion of the 
real value of money due to inflation, 
invite white-collar crime. 

Is it possible to pinpoint a white 
collar criminal? Not with any degree 
of accuracy, in Fait's opinion, but 
there were five factors which should 
flash a red warning light in most 
cases. 

One is if the managing direct(»^ runs 
the firm as if he were a dictator and 
refuses to listen to anyone. Another 
sign is if the board of directors is a 
rubber stamp, interested only in a 
good meal and being paid for attend- 
ing meetings. A third is if the so- 
called “active management*' is 
dominated by the mana^^ director 
and was “inactive.” or if internal 
auditing system is either weak or 
regarded as a worthless appendage 
to proper business practices. Finally, 
diere is the tricky situation - when 
the managing director is also the 
chairman of the board. 

Nitzav Yehezkel Carthy. head of 
the criminal investigation division, 
admitted that the police is generally 
passive in regard to white-collar 
crimes, unless they are brou^i to its 
attention. “We are active in regard 
to the classic crimes, such as rape, 
robbery, drugs and bursary, but 
when it comes to white-collar 
crimes, we w'ait until a complaint is 
lodged.” 

For this reason police statistics on 
the subject are no indication of the 
true extent of such crime. Statistics 
in this matter can only be regarded as 
the tip of a large iceberg, he said. 

Turkey and Egypt plan

- Turkey and 
Egypt have set up a committee to 
prepare for the establishment of a 
joint investment bank, Turkish In- 
dustry' &nd Commerce Minister 
Cahit Aral said yesterday.

Turkiye 
Is Bankasi. should be the Turkish 
partner in the joint bank.

Radio advertising was down 
45 per cent last year

TEL AVIV. - Twenty per cent less 
was spent on advertising in 1984 than 
in 1983: (,the amounts are S214 mil- 
lion compared to S266m.) according 
to statistics released by the Advertis- 
er Association of Israel at their 
annual news conference here yester- 
day. 

Bronislav Tav,. general manager 
of the association, said newspaper 
advertising declined by about IS per 
cent, but the biggest decline was in 
radio ad\’ertising. which dropi^d 43 
per cent. Even the elections did not 
give the expected boost to the adver- 
ting business. Although advertis- 
ing increased in the month before 
the elections, the total came no- 
where near levels reached in pre- 
vious campaigns. 

The low ebb in advertising seems 
to have been October. Tav said. In 
the past few months, there have 
been signs of stability and even a 
little improvement. "Advertising 
can be an iinportant marketing tool 


in a time of economic recession, if 
you know how to use it properiy.” he 
said. "Particularly when so many 
prices will be froren under the new 
package deal, competition has to be 
in other directions and advertising 
can give an edge." 

Association chairman Benny 
Gaon called on advertising agencies 
and the new’spapers to adjust their 
prices to the economic situation. He 
also called on the newspapers to 
agree to circulation auditing as an 
objective way for advertisers to 
know how many people their ad will 
reach. 

The JenisalemPost'hasbeen doing 
this for several years now. but this 
year's audit'has not yet been made. 
Yediot Ahronot. which was audited 
for the first time this year, was found 
to have a circulation of o^r 359.000: 
the weekly Caishah sells about 
50.000 copies and the monthly Olam 
Haisha sells a little over 30.0(W.

GENEVA (AP). - Opec staggered 
10 a partial agreement yesterday to 
trim some oil pricM for only the 
Second time in its history, but four 
members rejected the deal, saying 
they would go their own way on 
rates. 

The net effect of the cuts, 
announced after three days of tumul- 
tous talks in a Geneva hotel, would 
be a 29-cent drop in the average 
Opec price, to S27.96 a barrel, the 
Saudi Arabian oil minister. Ahmed 
Zaki Yamani. told a news confer- 
ence. 

Y'amani said his calculation was 
adjusted to account for the share of 
total Opec production held by the 
producers whose oil is affected by 
the price cuts. 

Western anal)sTs said the price 
cuts would have no noticeable effect 
on the price of petrol and other 
products refined from oil of the 
'13-nation Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries. But 
the cartel's inability to reach a unani- 
mous decision was yet another sign 
of the internal divisions that have 
undermined its power on world oil 
markets. 'Hiese splits could quicken 
the rate at which oil prices fall in the 
years ahead, analyse said. 

Algeria, Iran. Libya and Gabon 
“dissociated themselves” from the 
cuts, according to the conference 
communique. Their chief objection 
w^ to Saudi Arabia's insistence that 
dpec’s highest-priced crudes come 
down in price. “There was no room 
for compromise.” Yamani said. 

The conununique said nine mem- 
bers agreed that the most expensive 
ofls should be cut to S28.90 a banel 
from S30.S0. That would put those ' 
oils only $2.40 above the cheapest 
crude, which will remain at $26.50 a 
barrel. 

But those prices will not change, 
at least iimnediately because two of 
the main producers of those crudes - 
Algeria and Libya- were among the 
dissenters. 

“We thought this was an unjust 
solution, and we could not accept 
it.” said Belkacem Nabi. the Alge- 
rian oil chief. 


Fawzi A. Shakshuki. the Libyan 
oil minister, was viably downcast as 
he left the hotel. When asked if Um 
price .reductions by <>?ther Opec 
members would hurt Libya 5 sales, 
he said, “of course.” 

He suggested that by cutting 
prices, Opec had caved in lo press- 
ure from non-cartel oil exporter^J^ 
such as Britain. Lo.«« October. Bri? . 
tain cut the price of its North Sea oil 
by about $2 to S28.65. and it .is 

considering more cuts. 

The partial Opec agreement set 
these price changes: the United 
Arab Emirates, down $1.41. to 
S28.15; Saudi Arabia's top-priced 
crude, down SI , to S28: Indonesia. a 
SI cut. to S28.53. 

Nigeria will raise its price by 65. 
cents, to S2S.65. All other member 
countries are to keep prices at cur- 
rent levels. 

A high-level source in the Iranian 
delegation said his country would 
announce by Sunday its pricing 
plans. > 

The Opec communique said ihie 
group bad abandoned the use of-a 
“benchmark" around which the 
prices of all other Opec oils are fixed' 
according to their quality. No clear 
explanation was given for this move.-; 

Howev’er. Yamani said he did not 
accept the idea that the benchmark- 
had been discarded, although h,e 
called it a “ficticious" concept. Bur 
when asked what the benchmark 
price now was. he said, “it's any- 
body's guess." 

Arturo Hernandez Grisnati. 
Venezuela's oil minister, told repor- 
ters he was unhappy at the failure to 
a gr ee on a complete overhaul. 

Stephen Smith, an oil specialist at. 
the LLS.-based Data Resources, saiti 
in an interview that Opec’s price 
system was still in danger of collapse: 

"The whole thing is still a house of^ 
cards." 

Yamani insisted that the limited 
price cuts, combined with a reafr 
firmation of the cartel's production 
ceiling of 16 million barrels a daylT 
would stabilize world oil prices and 
strengthen Opec.

GIVE SOLDIERS LIFTS

]n the week following tbe signing 
of tbe Economic Stablizadon Plan 
(ESP) ihe liquidity shortage, in the 
conunerdbi banking system has con- 
siderably eased, sources report. 

'A number of separate, but inters 
linked, developments have contri- 
buted to this improved situation. In 
the first place, some of the demand 
for credit that had been directed at 
' tfaebanks in recentweeks. has eased 
off following the price rises that have 
already taken place. Those who 
reamed 10 stock up on subsidized 
goods did so, and many other items 
whose prices are not subsidized are 
simply no longer avail^le ai the 
' frozen Package Deal-I price levels. 
‘••Even more important, expecta- 
tions of a large one-time devaluation 
have almost completely disappeared 
in the wake of the adoption a clear 
■devaination poli^ as part of tbe 
ESP. This has stopped the flow of 
money into patam dollar-linked 
accounts, and cut down the flow to 
(be black market as well. 

Another major faaor that re- 
lieved the corporate liquid!^ crunch 
and thus eas^ the demand for ere- 
.dh, was the freeing of funds by, the 
; Treasury for the payment of sup- 
' pliers by various government depart- 
ments. This seems to have been 
decided upon immediately following 
the signing of the new agreemeat. 
and had an immediate relaxing im- 
pact on the money and credit mar- 
kets. 


seen easing 


Finally, the period towards the 
end of each month always brings an 
improvement in the liquidity situa- 
den of ‘die bsEdts, as «xn|»iiies and 
other employers begin to build up 
funds iKfoie payment of salaries. 
This monthly cycle reaches its peak 
in the first days of the month, wbeii 
most salaries are. paid and begin to 
be spent, and tbe money flows out of 
the system. 

As a result of all these factors that 
have worked to improve the situa- 
ciOQ, the banks have been able to 
stop utilizing the most e!;qiensive 
part of monetary loan that the 
Bank of Israel makes- available to 
them. At the same time, they have 


Slopped paying very hi^ interest to 
very large depositors (^led in the 


very large depositors (called in the 
business slang “jumbo" deposits, 
usually of several hundred million 
shekels). 

The greater availability of funds 
has brought the marginal rate of 
interest in this hot money down to 
12-13 per cent from the 15-16 per 
cent level that prevailed in tbe we^ 
before the ESP was signed. 

De^te the .improvement in the 
situation, there is little expectation 
in banking circles of an immin ent 
decline in interest rates overall. Tbe 
assumption both in government and 
outside, is chat the February index 
will be in the order of 10 per cent, 
which is^the same level as die current 
prime interest rate. 

In fact, the index may turn out to 
be higher, if the round of price 


increases in the interim period be- 
tween the two package deals is high- 
er than was orignaUy considered 
likely. In such a case, ud if demand 
for credit remains strong, interest 
rates could actually rise somewhat. 
However, no movement in either 
direction is expeaed in the near 
future. If the inflation picture de- 
velops in line with Treasury projec- 
tions, a decline in interest rates could 
take place in late February, in anti- 
cipation of a lower March index. 

One significant difference be- 
tween tbe early days of this agree- 
ment and tbe prerious one signed in 
early November is in the reaction of 
the black market. Whereas last time, 
the premium on the black market 
dollar began to narrow after the 
price freeze went into effect, reflea- 
ing perhaps the high real interest 
rates available on shekel bank de- 
posits, this time there has been no 
such development. The black mar- 
ket rate has remained around ISSOO 
to the dollar, reflecting a premium of 
some 20 percent. 

Overall, the feeling is that the 
actual developments in the field of 
prices, and the expectations of fu- 
ture inflation, will determine the 
level of demand of credit and tbe 
availability of shekel deposits to the 
banking system over the next few 
weeks. Ihese in turn will decide the 
direction of interest rates, in line 
with the Bank of Israel's policy of. : 
keeping the cost of money high, but : 
not excessively so.

Shaip cirop in provident, pension funds in first-half 1984

The amoam of net new savings in 
pension and provident funds fell 
very significantly in real terms in 
January-lune 1984 when compared 
tb the previous six-month period. 
This emerges from a statistical sur- 
vey of savings in this sector pub- 
lished now by the Central Bureau of 
;|'^iatistics. 

The saving instnunems under re- 
view were the penrion firnds, provi- 
dent foods, severance pay fun^ and 
advanced training funds. These are 
collectively regarded as the long- 
term saving sector. The figures show 
that, taken together, these funds 
' took in a net IS26 billion in the first 
half of 1984, less than the IS2S.3b. 
net income received in the second 
half of 1983. This is a nominal fall of 
S per cent and a huge slump, in real 
tenns. of 58 per cent. . 

Net income is. defined as the 
athocmis received from fund mem- 


bers, whether they are set aside by 
the employee, employer or both, 
less the amounts paid out to mem- 
bers withdrawing savings. 

Since most of the ^ss income is 
contractual, it should remain feirly 
constant in real terms, particularly 
since real wages rose in the first half 
of 1984, when compared to the late- 
1983 period. 

The fact that the net income fell so 
sharply would seem to indicate a 
very high level of withdrawals by 
members, although tbe bureau's 
analysis does not discuss this crucial 
poinL 

Most of the grouih in assets of the 
funds is comprised of linkage dif- 
ferentials (more than 80 per cent of 
the total). Thus tbe fall in net real 
income is swallowed up in tbe figures 
for total portfolio value, whirti show' 
a rise from ISl,^9.2b. at tbe end of 
1983. to IS2.732.5b. by mid-1984. 

N^eitfaeless, these are paper pro- 
fits,' and the.faS in income-muss be 
seen as a disturbmg-sign, in view of- 


the government's problems in re- 
cycling the huge internal debt. In 
terms of total gross income, new 
money flowing, into the funds fell 
from 18 per cent in 1982 to 6 per cent 
in 1983. 

In the various sub-sectors ex- 
amined, the pension funds — which 
are the least elastic form of saving, 
since the money is deducted directly 
from salaries -showed an increase in 
net income from IS6.4b. in July- 
December 1983, to IS11.4b. in 
Jahuary-June 1984. This is a 78 per 
cent nominal increase, which is less 
than the rise in the index in that 
period (119 per cent) but still much 
better than the results achieved by 
other sectors. It nevertheless repre- 
sents a 9 percent fell in real terms. 

This feet is reflected in the share of 
savings taken by pension funds from 
the total of the whole sector. This 
increas^ from 12 per cent in the first 
half of 1983, to 23 per cent in tbe 
; se^d half of that y^, and reached 
44 perc^t injihe fost of 1984. 


Provident funds, most of which 
are managed by the banks, fared 
much worse. Net income fell from 
IS12.9b. to IS7.7b. in the period 
under review, a 40 per cent nominal 
fall, and a massive 73 per cent drop 
in real terms. 

The second half of 1983 itself saw a 
13 per cent fall in real terms, com-- 
pared to the first half of the year. 
Provident funds took only 30 per 
cent of the net income of the sector 
in tbe first half of 1984. 

Worst of all were the results of the 
advanced tr ainin g funds. Apparent- 
ly as a result of very large vritiidraw- 
als. their net income fell from 
lS7.2b. in the second half of 1983 to 
only lS2.5b. in the first half of 1984. 
This is a fell of over 80 per cent in 
real terms, and of 65 per cent even in 
nominal shekels. 


As a consequence, the share of the 
market taken by these funds drop- 
ped from 25 per cent to about 10 per 
cent in the review period.

I Binyamin Ben-Eliezer (Yahad)

ment's Haim Ramon as his commit- 
tee’s deputy chairman.) 

The anti^vemment “uprising'' 
in the Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee also came up' earlier in 
thq,day, at a meeting of the coalition 
executive. There most speakers tried 
to draw a line between the need for 
preserving coalition harmony, and 
allowing free debate . 


Pinhas Goldstein of the Likud 
said. “The security of the Galilee is 
dearer to me than tbe national unity , 
government.'' and tbe government's ' 
decision to withdraw was “hasty."

All this is seen as a slowdown in 
the market collapse.

Bui the most encouraging sign was 
that the “arrangement" shares rose 
by 4.31 per cent. This is a real 
rebound and bears out the predic-

Another of their predictions 
also came troe: Index-linked bonds 
fell again, and again by 0.30 per cent. 
But the falls here were also uneven, 
with the SO per cent linked dropping 
by 1.58 per cent.

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The Taba tangle 

FOR THREE full days this week dtplomatic representatives of 
Israel and Egypt met in Beersheba and solemnly discussed a 
6ew grains of sand just south of Eilat that carry the name of 
Taba. 

No progress at all was made in these talks towards resolving 
the fundamental issue, which is which country, Israel or Egypt, 
has title to this disputed desert spot, left in a sort of political 
limbo when the IDF exited from Sinai. That issue was not even 
on the agenda, so each country, though it seems Egypt rather 
more fiercely than Israel, will keep arguing that the loss of 
sovereignty over Taba would constitute a dreadful stain on its 
national honour. 

Nevertheless, it h notable that both delegations in Beersheba 
were able to suffidently overcome the coldness of the peace 
between the two countries to separately announce their convic- 
tion that there had b^n a "narrowing of differences.'* 

These differences relate to the powers that are to be allowed 
the Multinational Force and Observers ^diidi, under an "in- 
terim agreement** concluded on April 25, 1982, is to be 
stationed in Taba until its political status is finally settled. 

But Egypt has been insisting that the MFO take over police 
duties in the area, while Israel wants its own poUtt force to 
remain in control internal security. 

To what extent the two dele^tions have been able to 
compose these differences, is not at this moment a matter of 
public record. 

Qearly, however, the discussions will have to be continued, 
after due examination, in both Jerusalem and Cairo, of the 
results of Beersheba - and continued they will be, within a 
month, probably in Ismailiya. Meanwhile the joint Israel- 
Egyptian Military Committee will take up other matters raised 
by the Israeli delegation in Beersheba, including the cessation 
of harassment of Israeli pleasure boats by the Egyptians south 
of Eilat. 

But even a full agreement of a provisional status for Taba 
under the MFO will not help mu<^ in resolving the issue of 
sovereignty. And, despite its monumental intrinsic unimport- 
ance, Taba is threatening to freeze the Israel-Egyptian peace to 
death. 

The right procedure for the purpose was outlined in the 1982 
document, invoking the dispute-resolving provisions specified 
in Article 7. 

But the peace treaty allows the parties to choose non-binding 
conciliation first, or to go directly to binding arbitration. 
Conciliation makes sense when there is some reasonable 
expectation that a compromise solution will be acceptable to 
both sides. 

Unfortunately, the Egyptian authorities, who know better, 
have led the Egyptian public to believe that Taba is a huge 
chunk of land on which a recaldtrant Israel is holding back, in 
violation of the peace agreement. Having so brainwa&ed their 
people, the Egyptian authorities have narrowed their options. 
And as a result conciliation may not be a real prospect. 

Little wonder, therefore, that the Egyptians prefer arbitra- 
tion. On the other hand, if Israel's case^was as iron-clad as some 
of the foreign ministry experts believe, the Egyptian proposal 
presumably would be snapped up. Yet it is probably in the 
nature of the issue, involving as it does sudi a small area, that 
any lines drawn on any historic maps would not easily be 
translated into agreed lines on the ground. 

Spring in winter 

EVERY MORNING, as patriotic Israelis arise to see the sun 
shining down from a dear blue sky, they say consdentiously, 
“How terrible! ^Vfaat a catastrophe! Another lovely day 
without rain and without cold - it’s ruining the country!’* 

And off they go happily to frolic in the sunshine witiiout their 
raincoats, umbrellas or rubber boots, the hardiest even disdain- 
ing sweaters. Those who can possibly evade their responsibili- 
ties sneak off to swim, or to play tennis, or simply bask in the 
sunshine. Israeli skins, noimally brown in summer but a 
fishbelly white in winter, now have an all-the-year tan. Tourists 
who obeyed the Ministry of Tourism’s injunction to “Follow 
the sun to Israel*' are in heaven. 

Yet those who see a portent of national calamity in the 
absence of rain are by no means wrong. A drou^t is in progress 
in the southern part of the country, and it is advandng 
northward. Israel's water resources are being dangerously 
depleted. As though the economic woes from which we are 
already suffering were not enough. 

Some knowledgeable people say that Heavy rain will still 
drench us this winter. They recall that February and March can 
be months of floods and even snowfalls. The weather forecas- 
ter, indeed, is promising rain for this coining weekend. But 
whether it v^l lx a harbinger of the torrents for which farmers 
are praying remains to be seen. In any case, many crops have 
already been ruined beyond retrieval. 

No explanation has l^en forthcoming from the meteorolog- 
ists as to why the weather has run amok, ultra-Oithodox 

people have suggested that this is punishment for lowing 
“Impurities" to emanate from graves under the Ganei Hamat 
Hotel in Tiberias. But other Orthodox say these people are 
cra^, so it can't be the reason. 

To set the reconl straight, Israel is not a lone sufferer from 
zany weather. Europe had an incredible tropical summer and 
autumn, followed by an Arctic midwinter. The whole of Africa 
was afQicted by the worst drought in memory, and is now being 
hit by floods. 

Something strange is bappeuing. but there does not seem to 
be much we can do about it. Perhaps there ought to be a law 
against it, but there isn't. So perhaps we ought simply to make 
the best of the “bad weather."

THE HISTADRUT is more than 
just a trade union federation encom- 
passing nearly all the salaried work- 
ers in Israel. It is also an economic 
and social leviathan, which owns 
one-quarter of the economy and 
affects all our lives. 

In its 66 years of existence, the 
labour federation has changed from 
a focal point of socialist devotion 
into a hidebound bureaucracy witb 
widespread alienation among its 
rank and file. This development, 
important in itself, is all the more 
significant today when the Histadnit 
appamfdtiks' fear of that alienation 
on the eve of elections is determining 
the scope and pace of the general 
economic policy. 

Last week provided another tell- 
ing example of the reasons for that 
alienation. 

The Knesset Finance Committee, 
after much procrastination, finally 
got around to approving the legisla- 
tion on which most of the first econo- 
mic package deal was based. (It is 
wortii noting how things proceed 
here: that the package deal has been 
in effect since the beginning of 
November and is coming to an end 
this weekend. ) 

Everything the government 
wanted was rubber-stamped in due 
course by the committee, with one 
exception. That concerned a propos- 
al extending to pensioners the a^e- 
ment calling for the waiving of one- 
thixxi of the cost-of-living allowance 
by all salaried workers for the past 
three months. 

The majority of the committee 


COMMUNICATIONS MINISTER 
Amnon Rubinstein took the right 
decision, but for the wrong reason, 
when he supported the construction 
of a Voice of America relay station 
on I^eli 50)1. His reason was that 
"beggars can't be choosers." But 
this reasoning is cowardly and 
downright immoral. 

It is also a display of expediency 
carried to an extreme degree, 
although we are wont to preach to 
other governments - when it con- 
cerns us - that intemational relations 
ought to be based on considerations 
of ri^t and wrong, not on the basis 
of political interests. 

Let us take the issue of expediency 
first: The most frequently heard 
argument for denying the Voice of 
America a building licence is that it 
would hann the Jews in the Soviet 
Union. 

Now, anyone who has been 
t^>serving Soviet relations with fore- 
ign countries over the past few de- 
cades cannot have failed to see that 
the Soriets determine their policies, 
domestic or foreign, solely on the 
basis of their own interests. The 
exceptions are those few cases where 
such great pressure is brought to 
bear on the Kremlin that it bemmes 
a Soviet interest to yield. 

SURELY Israelis will remember the 
time before the Six Day War when 
any mention of Soviet-Jew.ish 
emigration efforts was suppressed 
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refused to go along with this exten- 
rion, and this prop<^ was defeated. 
What is of tnterescis that the Labour 
members of the committee, xnciud- 
ing tiiose closely link^ with the 
Histadrut. voted for it. It was defe- 
ated largely due to the Likud mem- 
bers. 

But this is not the entire story. The 
Histadrut pension funds, in which 
nearly all pensioners are registered, 
took it upon themselves to withhold 
one-third of the rast-of-lixing allo- 
wance from the pensions paid out in 
November and December. When 
asked bow' they dared tamper in such 
cavalier fashion with the moneys due 
their pensioners as a result of Ufe- 
long savings, the pension fond heads 
explained that eventual Knesset 
apprbs'al of the deduction was a sure 
thin g. 

Well, it w-as not a sure thing. What 
still remains to be seen is whether the 
pension funds will refond the illegrd- 
iy withheld third to their victims. 

THE HISTADRUT in this case was 
caught flagrantly acting against the 
clear interests of its members, and of 
its more helpless members at that - 
the pensioneis. who tend to be to- 
*war^ the bottom of the economic 
pyramid. 

' At first glance thb dereliction of 
duty is so shocking as to be nearly 
inexplicable - especially in view of 
the impending Histadrut elections. 
But the case becomes understand- 
able when one considers the inhe- 
rent conflict of interest involved. 

Workers throughout the economy 
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gave up one-third of their cost of 
Uving tdlowance. as part of the first 
package deal, to compensate their 
emplovers for agreeing to a total 
price 6-eeze on their products. 

The pension funds have no pro- 
ducts. They disburse pensions to 
w*orkers w-ho hav’e had their pay 
docked for up to 35 years to finance 
those old-age payments. Subjecting 
pensioners to the one-third-off rule 
was simply meant to enrich the pen- 
sion funds. 

Perhaps one could possibly expect 
this from rapacious, "filthy capital- 
ist" insurance companies. But from 
the workers' own Histadrut pension 
funds? 

Which brings us back to the point 
we started with - the growrth of the 
Histadrut leviathan into a 
bureaucracy whose main raison 
d'itre is itself. Instances of sudi 
inherent conflicts of interest, in 
Miich the membership invariably 
ends up with the short straw, are rife. 

Labour Party leaders have long 
been aware of the widespread 
alienation among the rank and file. 
But the party's apparatchiks in the 
Histadrut have nearly always found 
it impostible to wrench themselves 
free of the sectarian and bureaucra- 
tic loyalties which for so many ■of 
them have priority over the interests 
of ^ broader m^bership. 

\K^at has saved the Labour Party 
in the Histadrut in the past decade is 
that the only real oppoation. the 
Likud, has fielded such lacklustre 
and at times even ludicrous candi- 
dates to contend with the Labour 
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fossils. But even then the Likud rose 
to over one-quarter of the vote . 

It took opposition leader Shimon 
Peres three patient yew to ease out 
finally the representative of the hirfe- 
boimd Histadrut bureaucracy, Yero- 
ham Meshel, from his post as 
secretary-geoeraL 

ISRAEL KESSAR has been the 
labour federation's secretary- 
general for nearly a year, but it is not 
yet dear 5vfaetiier he is mm'ely a 
younger version of a Meshel appar- 
atchik, or whether be is the ha^io- 
of long-needed changes in the 
I^stadrut. 

Kessar has been fighting a vdiant 
battle against the threat of massive

because it was thought such mention 
would imperil even the trickle of 
Jews who were allowed to leave. 
Delegations of Soviet immigrants 
came to closed political party meet- 
ings, with the press strictly excluded, 
tryii^ to prove that Israel was play- 
ing into Soviet hands: that it was 
publidty, not secrecy. Aat might 
help prise c^n Soviet doors. 

We refused to listen to Soviet 
Jews, the very people who could be 
relied on to understand the Krem- 
lin's mentality. This went on until a 
group of Georgian Jewish families 
sent a joint letter to ±en-prime 
minister Golda Meir. plea^g for 
help in their struggle to emigrate and 
insisting that their names and 
addresses be made pubh'c. 

Nothing untoward happened to 
them and before long they all came 
to Israel. 

That letter was followed by many 
others, and the trickle of immigrants 
became a flood. If it has now been 
virtually stopped, it is not because of 
any act or omission by Israel. No- 
thmg basic has changed in Israel's 
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attitude. It can oztly be assumed that 
those Soviet interests whidi once 
militated against Jeuish emigration 
have now tipped the scales again. 
Sovietologists will discover them. 

Also, we would all like to see 
diplomatic relations re-established 
between Moscow and Jerusalem. 
But whether we permit or forbid the 
Voice of America to relay its prog- 
rammes from the peaks of the Car- 
mel will not make the sfi^test differ- 
ence. 

Thus the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many has been anti-Soviet in out- 
look and policy since its very incep- 
tion. What is more, in its first de- 
cade, the federal republic was stfll 
guided by the Hallstein Doctrine, 
which ruled out diplomatic relations 
with any country that had recognized 
East Germany. For this reason, 
Konrad Adenauer, the thenrWest 
German chancellor, refused to send 
an ambassador to Moscow. 

But the Kremlin - for reasons of 
its own - wanted an ambassador in 
Bonn. It swallowed the insult im- 
plied in the German refosal and 


pressured the federal government 
until it agreed to exchange envoys. 

Yet thm is a radio transmitter on 
West German soil that, day and 
night, beams a stream of propaganda 
far more damaging to die wviets 
than tile Vdee of America. It is 
Radio Liberty, a U.S.-financed and 
U.S.-operated broadcasting service. 

Unlike the Voice of America, 
which transmit to all countries of 
the worid, Radio liberty is intended 
solely to undennine'''ti»8 
cxedibiijty among tiie Sdriet p^iila- 
tion. But when tiie Bonn govern- 
ment approved the establishment of 
Radio Liberty on its soil, the Soviets 
<fid not even think of severii^ di- 
plomatic relations. 

SO MUCH for expediency. An 
equally persuasive case can be made 
for the only a^iect that really ought 
to matter - the moral one. Is^l 
stands or falls witb tiie free worid, 
more so than other countries. If the 
free world were to lose its freedom, 
InaeJ -would perish. It would not 
even survive as an oppressed oountiy 
like Ctechoslovakia. There would

mally heads. But the pensions caper 
is a worrisome reminder that for 
large parts of the Histadrut. it is still 
business as usual. 

And business as usual mean$.that 
sooner rather than later the Labour 
iqtparaichiks will lose control of the 
Histadrut. Kessar would be well- 
advised to get down to ^ving the 
. giant the gc^ shakeout it so badly 
needs.

Sir, - Having learned to appred- 
ate David Krivine as a reliable repor- 
ter and highly competent writer, I 
was disappointed to see him lapse - 
In his article on the “Who is a Jew" 
issue (’‘Perpetual deadlock.*' Jajiu- 
ary 18) - into a sloppy, most inaccu- 
rate translation of the key phrase, 
1^1 ha’halacha, as "according to 
orthodox (or. later, “Orthodox") 
religious law." He repeatedly uses 
this mistranslation in the course of 
hisartide. 

The Hebrew term halacha means 
Jewish religious law, and it b not the 
‘property*’ of the Orthodox alone; 
in fact, the Conservative mo%'ement. 
laigest of the three major denomina- 
tions in the United States, also advo- 
cates adherence to hofacha, though 
in a number of instances its inter- 
pretation of halacha b different from 
that of the Orthodox. In the matter 
of conversion to Judabm. as it hap< 
pens. Conservative rabbb generally 
follow the same procedure as that 
prescribed under the Orthodox 
perception (as Krivine himself 
points out). 

In prindple, therefore, the issue 
here b not one chat necessarily pits 
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CONVERSION PROBLEMS 

Orthodox, on one side, against Con- 
servative and Reform, on the other; 
rather, it b the question of whether 
or not the criterion for conversion 
should be halacha (accepted, in tius 
case, by the Orthodox and the Con- 
servative movements, but rejected 
by the Reform movement). 

If the Conservatives have, never- 
theless. chosen to make common 
cause with the Reform on thb issue, 
rather chan with the Orthodox, that 
b because the immoderate utter- 
ances of some elements in the Ortho- 
dox camp have created the impress- 


ion that the Orthodox in Israel are 
less concerned with halacha than 
they are with keqtiog religion in 
Israel a “closed shop.” I believe it b 
fair to say that, with reference to 
most observant Jews in Israel, tius 
impresskm zs felse. 

It b unfortunate that, in wrongly 
addii^ the “Orthodox" label to tiie 
definition of the word haladia, Mr. 
Krivine has sharpened the conflict 
over tills issue instead of ameliorat- 
ing it.
